BELLA reported that the U.S. Board of Parole 
had decided to reserve decision on HENRY, WINSTON’S parole 
request until October, i 960 .

Investigation determine whether or not such organization 
is under control of this foreign power. In, the case 
of the American CP, the SACB has decided that the 
American CP should register as agents of a foreign 
power. The American CP has appealed this ruling’ and 
the final ruling., she said, comes, after 5 years, 
before the U,S . Supreme Court this fall. If the -U.S., 
Supreme Court rules in favor of the SACB’s findings 
then failure of the American CP to register would mean 
10 years in prison and a fine for every day'it fails, 
to do so. The same penalities apply to CP members also, 
she stated. This segment of the Me Carran Act, she said, 
also applies to Communist-Fronts. 

MARY KAUFMAN stated that all the Government 1 s 
witnesses have shorn to be perjurers and the courts have 
ruled- out their testimony. Five years ago, she said, she 
was permitted to look at the FBI files in this matter and 
the information contained therein is information cont ained 
from, individuals xfho have been proven to be perjurers. The 
only evidence that they have against the American CP are 
the Marxist. Classics. 

The greatest danger of the Me Carran Act is 
that no one will be able to hold opinions contrary to 
those who run the government, she said,. 

She cited as possible examples of what could 
happen under the Act if an organization supported the 
sit-in demonstrators, that organizations could be labeled 
as subversive" because their support would be interpreted 
by the Government as supporting CP causes because the . 

CP has always struggled for Negro rights.

SOME THOUGHTS OH THE SO-CALLED "CATHOLIC ISSUE" 


Note: The following article was submitted some time back by a 

worker in basic industry. In view of the recent flare-up of 
the religious issue in the election campaign, we are sending 
it to you for your information . Any comments you may have 
will be welcomed. 


” . . , it is the philosophy (dialectical materialism) and not the economic 
theory (Socialism) which stands as a rival interpretation of life to that 
of Christianity."' Father Martin D’Arcy, S.J., in his book Communism And 
Christianity .. 

"... we certainly have ho intention of scoffing at the faithful, of out- 
raging their religious sentiments. AH we wish to do is to demolish the 
obstacles which hinder joint struggle against capitalism by believers and 
non-believers; we want to achieve tangible changes here on earth. . . ." 
World Marxist Be view, March i960. 


The half -starved, mainly illiterate Irish-Catholic immigrants who stepped 
ashore in Boston, Philadelphia and New York, and there were millions of them 
who came in the years 1850 to 1920, have come a long way— or some of them have, 
anyway. The victims of a bloody British imperialism which oppressed them pol- 
itically, economically and religiously, the immigrants found life in the States 
almost as bad at first* For the impoverished Immigrants found themselves herded 
into rat-infested fire trap tenements in big city slums; forced into doing the 
hardest, dirtiest, lowest paying jobs that were available; and brutally discrim- 
inated against because of their religion, their nationality, and their political 
creeds. They were deprived generally of any welfare, even medical care. And it 
was not unusual for the blue noses to stir up mobs or pay hoodlums to drag the 
immigrants from their jobs, chase their children from schools and parks, and, 
on occasion, burn their churches and their clubs and their homes. Life in 
America was cruel indeed. 

But the Irish-Catholic— like the Italian, the Pole, and the other mil- 
lions of Catholic immigrants— fought back. He got himself organized* He 
elected some of his own kind to office. He battled to organize the unions. 

He educated some of his children and sent them off to become doctors and 
lawyers and priests and politicians. Some of the Irishmen, or their children, 
began to make some money. They, the ones that made it, moved to higher- 
priced parts of the cities or to the suburbs. Some became minor capitalists. 
Some even became millionaires. For the few, life in America wasn’t too bad 
after a while . 

Hence in this year of i960 we can read of the politician who, before a 
gathering of prosperous Catholic businessmen, can joke: "Do you know the 

secret message given by Our Lady of Fatima to the Portugese children way 
back before World War I, and which will be made known by the Pope this year? 

It will say, yes sir: ’Vote For Jack Kennedy I*" 

Yet this upcoming' election is a very serious matter, not because 
Senator Kennedy may be a candidate, but because vital issues— peace, civil 
rights, jobs — all are or can be buried by tons of needless discussion and 
propaganda about the "Catholic issue." Bigotry and counter -bigotry have 
already been provoked. Why? Partly because of religious prejudice, stupid- 
ity, ignorance and cunning use of the "they-are -attacking -me -because -of -my- 
religion" type of political campaigning; and partly, perhaps mainly, because 
the powers that be would rather see a Protestant versus Catholic campaign 
than a vigorous campaign waged around concrete issues, such as peaceful co- 
existence, or full rights to the Negro people, etc. 

Because, unfortunately, there has arisen a "Catholic issue," it is 
necessary for progressives to quickly dispose of it and get to the main 
problems at hand. We, as progressives, should set our position straight 
for clarity’s sake. It is my hope that this article will clarify our 
position, not only because of the i960 elections, but also because it will 
undoubtedly arise again, for example, in our attempts at forging an anti- 
monopoly struggle among Catholic trade unionists. 



Before I go into the "Catholic issue" directly, I believe it is necessary 
to re -state some basic positions concerning the actual relationship of Communism 
to Catholicism. It should be emphasized that I am here concerned with the 
everyday activity of Communists and progressives with Catholics. I am not 
interested in the theoretical viewpoint of Marxists re Catholic theology. 

The greatest slander against Communism is that the first object of 
Communism as a movement is to destroy religion. Catholic- and otherwise . 

This is totally untrue . First proof of this falsehood and slander is the 
fact that the Catholic Church exists today in just about every Socialist 
country in the world. There has been no persecution of Catholics, no burn- 
ings of churches, no shootings of priests. There have been minor disagree- 
ments day to day with Catholic authorities on matters such as education. 

There has been serious trouble on occasion with the Vatican concerning the 
social activities of the Church. There have been some court cases caused 
by the actual criminal espionage of clergy or of a few fanatics. On the 
whole, however, despite bitter agitation by anti -Communist agents, there 
has been comparatively little Church-State antagonism. 

The Communists, of course, have tried to educate the people, especially 
the youth, in the scientific facts of life, and naturally the Church hierarchy 
has attacked them for doing so. Assuredly, in educating the people, the 
Communists have never utilized force; reason has been the chief persuader. 
Although it is an established fact that Communists disagree ,100$ with 
Catholic theology, every Communist respects sincere religious faith. A 
Catholic has as much right to eat, work, relax, and be elected to political 
office in the Soviet Union, Poland, China, and elsewhere in the Socialist 
world — has as much right as anyone else. The laws of the Socialist states 
protect Catholic and all religious believers from discrimination. 

Briefly, therefore. Communists firmly believe In religious freedom. 

More, they believe in working with Catholics, Protestants, and everyone 
else in a real crusade for peace, social justice, and economic security. 
Communists believe that Catholics should — and there is no legitimate reason 
why they shouldn’t— work for a society without war and aggravated national 
disputes, religious superstition, famine, unemployment, race chauvinism, 
illiteracy, poverty, crime, prostitution, alcoholism, narcotic addiction, 
pestilence, the suppression of women, and every form of slavery and exploit- 
ation of one class by another. 


***** 

The Catholic Church in the United States has a membership of more than 
36 million. The Catholic Church is the largest single church in the country; 
three times as many members as there are Methodists, the second largest church 
in our country. Adherents of the Catholic faith have risen in percentage from 
less than 1$ at the time of the American Bevolution to about 20$ of the present 
population. There are more than 60 thousand Catholic priests and 165 thousand 
sisters. Over 5 million youth attend the over 8 thousand Catholic colleges, 
high schools, and elementary schools. 

Most of the Catholics in the United States are concentrated, usually 
along ethnic lines, in the major urban centers of Hew England, the Middle - 
Atlantic states, and the Mid -West. Spread out in the Southwest is a large 
Catholic population of Spanish and Mexican-American ancestry. Boston, Phila- 
delphia, Hew York-Brooklyn, Northern New Jersey, Detroit, Chicago, Milwaukee, 
Cleveland Los Angeles are the key Catholic political centers. 

There are., countless, thousands of Catholic political representatives in 
the various state and municipal governments. There are, for instance, twelve 
Catholic Senators, and ninety-one Catholics in the House of Eepresentatives. 
Montana with only 22$ Catholic population has two Catholic Senators; New 
Jersey, on the other hand, with well over 50$ Catholic census has two 
Protestant Senators. Pennsylvania and California both have liberal. Catholic 
Governors. In some areas, where they are numerous. Catholics have completely 
dominated the political scene. In New York City, as a good example, where 
there are two non-Catholics to every Catholic, there are only three non- 
Catholics as heads of the city’s thirty-three departments, and there are 
only eleven non -Catholic judges out of the two hundred in the City. 

Of course, as progressives, we know that Catholic and non-Catholic 
are really vague terms politically. Eeligion is not always, as a matter of 
fact very seldom, the sole or most important factor In elections. Given 
economic, political, and ethnic conditions are very much factors. We shall 
discuss this point a little later in this article. 


* * * * * 
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Economically, and therefore socially, the Catholics have improved their 
status over the years. There are now substantial sections of well-to-do, 
upper-middle class Catholics. There are large numbers of Catholics in the 
professions, in small business, and--in localities where they are dominant— 
in the political and in the civil, service fields. There- are a few Catholics 
in influential capitalist circles, but there has been no large entrance of 
Catholics into monopolistic capitalist sections. American capitalism is 
still very much Protestant in its religious aspect, although much use has 
been made of Catholicism as an ideological weapon. 

Where it is true that some Catholics have been financially successful 
and moved to wealthy suburbs, the vast majority still reside in the big cities. 
Anyone who has ever traveled through or lived in any large Eastern or Mid- 
western city knows of the miles of slums and- second rate neighborhoods wherein 
live millions of working class Catholics. It is these same working class Cath- 
olics that were so instrumental in building many of the craft and industrial 
unions in our country. Prom the early Knights of labor to the modern day APL-ciq, 
many Catholics have been leaders of large trade unions. Some of these leaders 
are, and were, good and militant trade unionists; others have preached class 
collaboration and have "sold out" their membership. 

* * * * * 

The 3 6 million American Catholics are, nominally, under the direct "moral" 
supervision of the Catholic hierarchy through its system of parishes and dioceses. 
The hierarchy has direct control of all Catholic churches, schools, hospitals, 
orphanages, and other welfare agencies. It gives "moral" (and that .covers just 
about everything) guidance to Catholic doctors, nurses, judges, teachers and 
legislators. The hierarchy in America, as elsewhere, constantly identifies 
its clerical ambitions with the supposed wishes of its people. As we shall 
see, the faithful by no means accepts the hierarchy's views on political, 
economic or other matters as gospel truth. 

At this point, since there is much confusion on this question, it is 
necessary to point out that it is very unlikely that the Vatican exercises a 
dictatorship over the American hierarchy. It may very well be the other way 
around I The Church in America pays as much to the Vatican treasury as all the 
other Catholic Churches in the world together pay. This is significant enough; 
but now that American monopoly capitalism is the chief anti-Communist force in 
the world, the position of the American Catholic hierarchy is certainly second 
to none in the Vatican higher circles. 

The Church., is, ultimately, flexible. Its survival through the ages is 
proof positive of that. Except on matters of deepest theology, the Church 
position differs depending on the conditions in which It finds itself. The 
Church in Spain, in Quebec, in Ireland is not the same in practice as the 
Church in France, Italy or the United States. Organizationally, on a social 
level> the Church hierarchy operates through a wide range of groups each with 
a specific task in hand. All the organizational work of the Church of any 
social consequence is under the direct control of the National Catholic Welfare 
Conference, whose policies are supervised by the Cardinals and Bishops. Under 
the catch-all "Catholic Action" groups there exists: Knights of. Columbus (the 
most militant of the lay groups), the thousands of Holy Name Societies, the 
various youth groups, labor groups, business groups, professional units, and 
sections for just about every walk of life. Through these groups the social 
policies of the Church are put into practice. Every method is used to advance 
the Church’s teachings and to counter "Communist," "atheist," and "secular" 

(a catch-all phrase for anything the hierarchy is against at a particular 
moment) influences. The Church operates censorship groups over movies, books > 
radio and television, etc. Sometimes' the censorship is of a moral or ethical 
nature; other times the censorship is political. 

***** 

What does the Church hierarchy set down as its social principles? 

Basically there are two major points: defense of private property, and class 
cooperation (collaboration). 

The defense of private property is based upon the Church’s theory of 
"natural law" which, in plain English, means the right of any man to possess 
private property "justly" earned. Under feudalism the Church had a different 
view of private property, but it is out of place in these days. Defense of 
private property, today, means, of course, defense of capitalism. The hier- 
archy of the Catholic Church has always opposed Socialism. In 19^9 Catholics 
were, ordered, to cease working in or for any type of socia-list' party; in 1959 
Pope John seemed to include even the diluted Social Democracy in the ban 
imposed on Catholics , 
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Aa for class collaboration, this has been a consistent aim of the Church. 
Catholic trade union leaders are supposed to work for a peaceful compromise on 
all disputes with management . Class struggle is expressly outlawed by the 
Catholic social dogma. It goes without question that most Catholic workers 
in America, as elsewhere, have not always abided by the hierarchy’s wishes 
and have fought valiant battles against capital. Presently, under George 
Meany, there have been many attempts by Catholic trade union leaders to set 
up "joint” labor-business committees. They have failed, although the Church 
has used its every influence. Of course, the Catholic social theories have 
drifted down among the workers and have caused some illusions. Yet, in this 
writer’s opinion, most workers don’t follow out the teaching in practice* they 
may attend a joint Holy Name Society Communion breakfast with the company’s 
heads, but come Monday morning they will go back to calling the boss some 
rather profane names. 


Whatever the Catholic hierarchy may proclaim on social questions does not 
necessarily find agreement among all Catholic leaders, intellectual, trade union, 
and otherwise. This writer was brought up and has lived in a Catholic atmosphere 
ail his life. I can attest to the fact that on almost every social question, one 
can find two different Catholic opinions or interpretations. I must have read 
hundreds of different books by Catholic authors dealing specifically with social 
principles. There is no definitive Catholic view, except perhaps on Communism; 
and even on Communism one can find many different viewpoints. It should be re- 
membered that Catholics must obey the Pope, under pain of excommunication, only 
on matters of faith and morals and when he, the Pope, speaks "ex Cathedra" (the 
Catholic theory that states the Pope is infallible on certain limited occasions.) 
Hence, no Catholic need necessarily agree with the hierarchy, even the Pope, on 
all questions. This is an important fact, and progressives should keep it in 
mind . 


In any case, there is a substantial liberal minority among the clergy and 
the lay Catholic leaders. Progressives should read some, or know something 
about, the following liberal — in some cases one might even say progressive— 
Catholics (some now dead): Monsignor George Higgins, Thomas Sugrue, Bishop 
Bernard Shiel, Father Paul Furfey, Dom Virgil Michel, Father Baymond McGowan, 
Monsignor Reynold Hillenbrand, Father Peter Dietz, Bishop Francis Bass, Mon- 
signor John A. Ryan,, and many others. And who would leave out the Catholic 
Worker Movement, led by those latter day saints, the late Peter Maurin, the 
indestructible Ammon Hennessy, and the truly inspiring Dorothy Day. 

On the other hand, there is a violently reactionary grouping in the 
Church in America. Cardinals Cushing and Spellman lead this group, which 
includes the Meanys in the labor movement, and worships at the feet of Father 
Coughlin and Senator McCarthy. This reactionary grouping is, naturally, the 
more powerful of the two tendencies in the Church in America., But because of 
their power and control of propaganda, progressives should not overestimate their 
hold over all Catholics, especially among the intellectuals and advanced sections 
of the working class. 

***** 

Since there is a vital distinction between a reactionary and a liberal 
social philosophy among Roman Catholic spokesmen and intellectuals right up 
to the bishopric level, equally there is a sharp division among Catholic laymen 
holding political offices or possessing power in the party posts or behind the 
scenes. If the call for Social work and some kind of planned economy in place 
of spiritual aspirations ' and traditional values mark the theoretical difference, 
then in practical politics there is a separation between the liberal, pro-labor 
Catholic and the reactionary, anti -labor Catholic. 

Today, as has. been the case since their entry into the political arena, 
both these forces 4n the Church can be found in the Democratic Party, which 
Party most Catholics still pay their allegiance. Generally speaking, most 
Catholic office holders of the liberal variety are today embarrassed by the 
unsavory politics of the Catholic political bosses. Senator Kennedy is not 
Mayor Curley, Governor Brown is not Mayor Hague, and Paul Butler is not James 
Farley or Carmine De Sapio for that matter. Liberal Catholic candidates may 
accept the assistance, financial and otherwise, of the bosses; nevertheless, 
as a rule, the liberal Catholic tries to publicly avoid the blessings of the 
bosses. Sometimes a liberal Catholic may even work to undermine a boss for 
one reason or another. This fact should be kept in mind, 
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In the Democratic Party the big ana minor Catholic political bosses 
control many of the purse strings of the Party. On the other hand, in the 
Be publican Party, Catholics are for all practical purposes excluded from 
influential positions. Catholics as voters consistently choose the Demo- 
cratic candidate in most areas and in most instances. However, recently 
there has been signs that this more or less bloc voting has been broken to 
some extent. In 1952 and 195^, many Catholics crossed lines to vote for 
Eisenhower. In stating this fact, I again wish to emphasize that most 
important economic and political factors play a vital role in the so-called 
"Catholic vote"; the religious factor should not be thought of as the sole 
factor . 


Here it should be pointed out that the hie rare by * s political influence 
exists mainly through the Catholics who control the various political posts 
in the Democratic Party and in the local, state and national governments. 

I don't mean to suggest that a Cardinal Cushing can sit down and call a 
Paul Butler and set down the law. He doesn’t need to. Butler knows very 
well what he can and cannot do or say on a particular issue, unless he wants 
to step on someone’s toes. If he does act too independently of the hier- 
archy’s accepted views, he will find himself severely criticized in the 
organs of the Church; for example, in the multi-million circulation of the 
Catholic weekly press. Moreover, most Catholic politicians are members of 
the Knights of Columbus or anyone of a score of other militant Church groups . 
These organizations keep a watchful eye on the policies of Catholic politicans; 
it is through them that the hierarchy’s reactionary opinions are more often 
than not put into practice. 

Yet, in spite of the hierarchy’s influence and power, a liberal. Catholic 
does once in a while put forth a forthright opinion that is counter to the 
hierarchy’s. This has been more and more the case today; especially those 
office holders who represent mixed districts or who have close commitments 
to organized labor. Senator McCarthy of Minnesota is far to the left of the 
late Senator McCarthy of Wisconsin. Senator Dodd of Connecticut considers 
his fellow Catholic colleague , Senator Kennedy, too liberal and himself sup- 
ports Senator Johnson of Texas, a reactionary. Progressives should never 
forget that Catholic laymen do not have to accept a particiilar political 
party, even though it is favored by the hierarchy. There is much room, 
even in the Church, for major differences of opinion on political matters. 


* * * * * 


In writing the above sentence i do not wish to imply that Catholics 
have unlimited freedom of politicalchoice ♦ They certainly dcnoti Homan 
Catholics may differ between a liberal and a reactionary position, but— at 
this time; the situation is different in Italy or Prance for example^- most 
Catholic workers are anti-Communist (insofar as they know or don’t know what 
Communists stand for; most of which is nonsense, distortion, slander and 
outright lies.) 

As progressives we wish to change, this. We want to get Catholic 
workers to learn the truth about what we stand for. Before even that, 
however, we want to work with Catholics and every other worker in a great 
anti-monopoly struggle, waged around specific issues of concern to all 
workers, to all decent Americans. 

We reject most firmly anti -Catholicism.' We reject this phony election 
issue, the so-called "Catholic issue." We do not accejpt the view that a 
Catholic candidate, if he is elected, must be an exponent of the Church 
hierarchy's reactionary views which .are similar to the views 1 of other anti - 
labor, anti-democratic, pro-monopoly circles . A Homan Catholic, like any 
other candidate, will be judged on his policies. 

Furthermore, we know a Homan Catholic, like anyone else in office, 
can be pressured into a particular position if the mass of workers, farmers, 
Negro people, and others, can exert their influence on specific economic and 
political issues. If Roman Catholic workers cam be mobilized for peace, civil 
rights, labor progress, we will not worry too much whati the hierarchy proclaims. 

During the course of this article I have used the expression "Catholic" 
quite frequently* Of course, from living and working among them, I know 
very well that not every baptized Catholic, 3 6 million t-oday, practice 
the faith. Without trying to be sarcastic, I doubt that more than one in 
five Cathplics abide by their Church's thinking. Not mor*e than one in 
twenty Catholics are by any means militant. But— and this is important — 



a nonpracticing Catholic will con© to the' defense of his mother’s or his 
father’s faith even though- he himself may not practice it or believe in its 
dogma. That is why any type of anti -Catholic ism; is deathly dangerous. We 
must never underestimate the religious feelings of Catholics, whether they 
attend Mass or not. Moreover, the reactionary forces in the Church and out 
of it are constantly identifying the left with an anti-religious program. 

We must counter this slander when necessary. 

* * * * * 

Thus, we have seen that the left must be cautious if any religious 
factor develops in the i960 elections. We must try to guide the workers 
and their allies to the concrete issues, foremost of which is peace. If 
we are successful in this, the Catholic worker, like other workers, will 
see that if he and his family is to survive, then the forces of peace 
must be dominant in our nation. The tasks ahead to unite Catholic and 
non-Catholic around the peace issue are going to be tough. But they are 
not insurmountable. 

We must, ultimately, work in the i960 elections— and beyond- -in such 
a way that many Catholics and other Christians, especially among the youth 
and the workers, will see that we have "stolen the thunder from the false 
reformers while they basked in the sunlight of the rich." America seems 
to be coming around to a new, youthful liberalism, in spite of every effort 
to keep- the cold war spirit of fear and conformity alive • Surely we of the 
left must not stand in its way; but .Join it; lead it. 

We must work for, we must be ready for, those millions— yes millions — 
who, given the critical times we live in, get tired of waiting for the 
Christian conscience to solve the world’s wrongs.

Nevertheless , despite these and one or two other comparatively bright spots., 
the overall picture is far from encouraging.. And underlying the mounting signs 
of stagnation in the economy is a grcwtb in excess productive capacity during 
the past several years. U.S . Hews and World Report {March 21, i960) states 
that in 17 major industries, in January of this- year, "about 12 per cent of . 
capacity was Unused . This Was considerably more than in early 1956, when 7 
per cent of capacity was not in use." 

In a number of key industries,, excess capacity is today much greater than , 
these figures indicate. Thus;, the steel industry, with an annual capacity of 
149 mil lion tons, and with production now at little more than half of capacity* 
is expepted tp' produce not much more than two-thirds of that quantity in i960. 

The auto industry, it is estimated* is capable of turning out 10 million cars 
a year. But its' i960 output is expected to be no greater than 6 million. A

This increasing, dead weight of excess capacity is beginning tp mike itself' 
felt in narrowing profit margins and a levelling off of capital investments, A 
compilation smde by the First Rational City Bank of Rev York in August shows 
that for 721 large companies, reported net profits .in the second quarter of 
i960 were 3$ below the first quarter, and were 12$ below the second quarter of • 
1959* At. the same time, the rise in expenditures for new plant and equipment ' 
which has been taking place is> now apparently coming to a close , 

During, the 1957-58 slump, the annual rate 'of Such outlays reached a- iow point 
of $29.6 billion in tbP ! third quarter of 1958. Since then it has steadily risen,, 
reaching a rate of $37.0 billion in the second quarter of I960* , Since midyear* . 
however, it has been levelling off. Moreover, successive government estimates 
for the entire year have .been progressively scaled down. In March, it was fore* 
cast that the total vouia : be somewhat above $37 billion, but. by September thin 
had been reduced $36.4 billion,, with a new decline expected in 1961. Thus* it 
is important to. note, the predicted i960 level is less than the peak of about 
$37 billion reached in the year 1957. In contrast, .the 1957 figure is about. 

30$ higher than the preceding peak in 1953. 

The present year has also been marked; by„a large growth in inventories . 

Midyear inventories were at the highest, level in history— a consequence of 

production: Increasingly outstripping orders. But vitb shrinking orders the 

rate of inventory accumulation has. been progressively slowing down*,, and in the 

month of July the volume of inventories registered a decline. The rate of 

decline* it is anticipated, will* accelerate' as, time goes on, leading to a 

slowing- up of production. , .

The problem of jobs and job security is truly the number one problem for 
American workers . 

Increasingly,, they face tbs need to mount a struggle for a vastly improved 
system of unemployment insurance covering every worker and administered under, 
uniform federal standards, for a moratorium on debt payments, for special as- 
sistance to workers in "distressed" areas and for other measures for the pro- 
tection and welfare of tbs unemployed. Increasingly, the labor unions face the. 
need of organizing tbs unemployed workers, instead of casting them aside as too 
many unions now do. More and more urgently, they need to fight for improved 
old age pensions and medloal car®, for a greatly increased minimum wage, and for, 
other economic and social requirements of workers. 

As automation and other technological improvements continue to taka their 
toll of jobs, the demand for the shorter work week— for a thirty-hour week with 
forty hours' pay — be coos 8 ever more insistent. And. despite the hesitancy of the?'' 
top labor leadership to wage the necessary fight, this promises to grow into a 
national crusade of major proportions , 

Bising unemployment strikes with special force at youth and women workers, 
and even more at Negro, Puerto Bican and Mexican -American workers. There is a 
burning need for measures to provide training and jobs for youth, to extend 
unemployment to young, people entering the labor uarket, to protect the seniority 
and jobs of women workers, aa£ above all to combat Jim-Crow discrimination in 
employment. ■ ' *' 

Above all, the fight for jobs IS tied to tbs fight for peace . Growing 
numbdrs of workers who had been taken in by tbs hoax that anas production meaner ■ 
jobs are now beginning to shed their illusions. They.,are doing so especially 
with the growth. of large-scale layoffs in the aircraft and other arms industries 
as military production shifts more and more to guided missiles, whose manufacture 
requires relatively few production workers. What is needed, however, is a‘ posit- 
ive, militant campaign for disarmament and an economy of peace as a basis for 
tax reductions, greatly expanded outlays for social welfare and other measures 
which will greatly enhance tbs prospects of employment. „

Finally, American workers, like others, are impressed by the tremendous 
achievements of socialism, and not least by its eradication of the plague of 
unemployment. Today many are beginning for the first time to tate a serious 
view of the advantages of socialism as a way of life. 

The fight for Jobs is not that of the working class alone, but is part of • 
the general struggle against the monopolies by all sections of. the people — small 
business, the working farmers, the Negro people and all others ground down by big 
business./ These are the allies with whom the w.orking class must unite in common 

battle . 
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During tbs election campaign, working people in different parts of the 
country have to a growing extent expressed concern over economic problems, 
"at the Democratic Party's program for jobs and economic welfare, a product 
largely of maos pressures at tbs Democratic convention, remains little more 
than a subject for campaign oratory. The. APL-G10 has placed unsaplcyasnt 
as tie nation* a number one problem and has cose forward with © program to 
combat it. the positive: proposals in these programs nsed to be translated 
into notion, and this heed will grow. At the saps ' time, it is nsceseary to 
oppose vigorously the proposals in these progress* for bigger eras budgets* 

Whatever the precise turns which the economy saiy tabs la ths months to 
cot®, it is clear that stormy tattles lie. ahead for the American worsting 
class. The outcome of thee®- tatilee, directed against the powerful, grasp- 
ing U.S. trusts and; tfcsir efforts toforcotho working people to bear tbs 
brunt of tbs crisis, will bo of profound iapcrtsnc© to tbs saeeea of Afr- 
ican people and to workers everywhere.

It is 
curbed by strength of new socialist system. However, ideas 
that peaceful coexistence is class collaboration or xueakens 
class struggle are wrong. Informant has reported OTTO 
KUUSININ, member of Soviet . Presidium and Central Committee 
of CP, SU, has instructed that Soviet position, in dispute 
with Chinese, must be upheld. 

Political Activities 

"Communist analysis of the Election Scene", 
the statement of NEC appearing in "The Worker" 8/14/60, 
asserts CP should strive to give impetus to formation 
of coalition leading to new party representing interest 
of common people, statement also calls for critical 
attitude toward NIXON and KENNEDY tickets, with emphasis 
on struggle, without boycotting of elections. At NEC 
meeting, 9/28/to 30/60, BEN DAVIS said CP should not give 
impression of favoring "sitting out" election. While not 
supporting Presidential candidates, activity, such as peace 
affairs, should be encouraged on local levels. 

United Nations 

"The Worker", 9/18/60, published statement of 
CP Secretariat greeting opening of UN Assembly, but 
deploring lack of representation of People’s China. This 
is said to be outrage of common sense and threat to world 
peace. Refusal of President to personally lead US 
delegation to UN General Assembly is said to be demeaning 
the UN.

Domestic Administration Issues 

On 7/20/60, IRVING POTASH reported to meeting 
of Secretariat that new medical report on HENRY WINSTON 
was very important and could "be used as a base for new 
campaign for his release. Editorial in "The Worker , 

7/10/60, "New Dangers to Liberties", said new threats 
against civil liberties are evident, but there is a 
different climate now and reactionaries can not only 
be checked but turned back in attempts to subvert Bill 
of Rights . 

Strategy in Industry 

IRVING POTASH, on 9/15/6Q, at meeting of 
District Trade Union Commission of CPEPD said Party 
position is to fight to preserve the UERMWA, as it 
wants "left-led" unions to continue. In Labor Day 
statement, CP Secretariat, in "The Worker’; 1 , 9/4/oO, 
asserts labor needs program to end cold war, disarmament 
with lower taxes, freedom from shackles of La ndrym-Grif f in 
Law, Taft-Hartley Law, and repeal of "police state Smith 
and Me Carran. to elections, it says labor is 

called upory those wo strive to step up cold war-those 
for whom NIXON speaks, and reject "party of the Cadillac 
cabinet . " It is time for unions to recognize world in which 
socialism is order of the day. 

Negro Question 

CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT stated at meeting of State 
Committee, CP of Illinois on 7/8/60, that NAACP convention, 
held St Paul, Minnesota, 6/21 to 26/60, showed CP must 
strengthen its forces within it^, as less then half-dozen Party 
members had attended, this showing that CP has neglected this 
work for years . Editorial in- -The Worker' , 8/7/60, s cates 
that with both oarties on record for Civil rights guarantees 
for Negroes, stage is set for enactment of Civil rights act 
now to enable Negroes in South to vote in November.

Youth Matters 

Memorandum, "Objective Role and Character of 
youth organization We Support", dated 8/24/60, and 
approved by CP Secretariat, says such organization 
should educate youth in spirit of scientific socialism, 
with its own identity, and among its principles should 
be need for peaceful coexistence and international youth 
friendship. It should be open to youth agreeing with any 
single aspect of its activities. NEC, on 9/29/60, voted 
for youth conference to be held at earliest possible date 
probably December to establish Organizing Committee to set 
up youth organization. 

National Groups 

CHAIM SULLER, at National Groups Commission 
meeting on 7/7/60, reported that drafting resolution 
on work among Jewish people had taken several years, 
and "comrades" in Israel, Prance and Canada had agreed 
with analysis. "Resolution on Work among the Jewish 
people”, furnished 9/15/60, described as interim document, 
declares, in part, CP must struggle against Jewish Nationalism, 
and must combat lies and slander about status of Jews and 
anti-Semitism in USSR. 

Pamphlets and Publications 

Meeting of CP Secretariat, 9/21/60, established 
Editorial Board for "Political. Affairs" which Is to consider 
changing its editor HERBERT APTKEKER, who GU31 HALL had 
stated would be removed, with- JAMES ALLEN slated as replacement.

Location of National Office 
of CP, USA 

NY T-15 and NY T-20 have reported that the 
CP, USA, for the period July 1, i 960 to September 30, I960,, 
has continued to maintain its national office on the third 
or top floor of the building located at 23 West 26th Street, 
New York City. The telephone number of the CP, USA, listed 
in, the Manhattan Telephone Directory is Murray Rill 5-5755. 

This third floor provides a large room 
at the street end of the building which is used for meetings 
of the CP Secretariat,. as well as other small meetings of the 
C : P' leadership. The remainder of this floor is divided by 
walls and partitions into a reception room and office space 
for the use of the Party’s leaders. GUS HALL and BENJAMIN J. 
DAVIS maintain their desks in the large meeting room at 
the front end of the, floor. On the top of the building is a 
penthouse reached by a staircase and this space has been used 
by EUGENE DENNIS as an office. 

The New York State CP has its offices located 
on the second floor of the same building and the space there 
is utilized in much the same way as the National office. 

"The Worker" publication offices are found 
on the main floor and basement. The main floor is the 
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reception room and office space, and toward the rear is a large 
room for editorial work and a library of- research material used 
by employees- in preparing articles for the weekly issues of 
"The Worker". The basement too has office space as well a£ 
facilities for addressing copies of the paper for mailing 
and space for storage of additional research material* 

"The Worker" maintains a sign on the 
outside of the building identifying itself as a tenant. 

The National and State offices of the CP, USA are not 
indicated by any sign outside of the building. 


Activity in Connection with 
Prosecutions under Me Carran 
and 1 Smith Acts 


NY T-l6 on July 7 » I960, furnished a 
copy of a letter dated July 5* i960, signed by PHIL 
BART and addressed tOaLl Party Committees. BART’s letter 
explained that a memorandum on the Me Carran and Smith Acts 
appeals was being sent, it .was noted that appeals ■ in 
Communist cases were to be heard by the United States- 
Supreme Court in October, i960. It was said to be necessary 
that steps be taken Immediately to develop a campaign on 
the issues involved. An individual was to be assigned 
to take responsibility for such work and where possible, 
a small sub-committee was also -to participate in this 
activity.. Support was to be given to civil rights groups 
that, might be interested, and where committees were working in 
the campaign an effort- was to be made to help with funds. 

The memorandum covered by the foregoing 
noted that the Me Carran Act, passed 10 years before, 
was directed against the .CP and any organization designated 
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by the Subversive Activities Control Board as "Communist 
influenced". It was explained that the Me Carran Act deals 
with registration of an organization, and the Smith Act 
pertains to membership in the. CP. The memorandum pointed 
out that in October the Supreme Court was to hear argument 
on the issue of membership in the CP in the cases of JUNIUS 
SCALES and JOHN NOTO.. These cases involved membership in the CP 
•The Me Carran Act requires registration of the CP with the 
Subversive Activities Control Board. 

The memorandum went on to relate that 
on April 23, 1953, the Subversive Activities Control 
Board issued an order requiring registration by the CP 
as a "Communist action" organization. It was related 
that the CP has been fighting this order in the lower 
courts for seven years. 

Finally, the memorandum noted that efforts 
must be ;made to make the public aware of these two acts, 
and the necessity’ of declaring them unconstitutional. 

It was urged that every effort he made to urge individuals 
In the trade unions, professions, and other fields, to speak 
and' facts pertaining to these acts be widely publicized. 

The memorandum urged that a committee be set up to take 
responsibility for this, work and act immediately. 


Meetings of CP Leadership 

NY T-7 has reported that on July 6, i960, 
a meeting of the CP Secretariat and others was held at 
the National office of the CP. The meeting discussed 
the current political activity and GUS HALL remarked that 
the important factor in the forthcoming national election 
is the independent grass roots movement, and JAMES JACKSON 
said that consideration has to be given to determining how 
the CP would inject itself into the campaign. JACK STACHEL 
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said that both major parties are parties of big business 
and Vice-President NIXON and Senator KENNEDY are representatives 
of big business.. He was of the opinion that the CP should . 
wait until after the conventions to present to the masses 
.an analysis of what the parties, have to offer. BENJAMIN J. 

DAVIS said that the Party’s line with regard to the election 
Is correct, ahd it must discuss the campaign not only in . 
the light of abstract theories, but in the light, of how 
realistically those campaigns- are conducted in the United 
States. GUS HALL said that the CP is for building independent 
grass roots movements wherever possible, and pointed out 
the necessity for guarding against premature Organizational 
measures* ■ 


According to the same informant, a meeting 
of leaders of the CP was held on July 11, i 960 , at the 
Party’s National Office, and according to the informant, 
the meeting concerned itself with the problem of what 
the CP could do regarding the current situation with reference 
to Cuba. GUS HALL declared that' there existed a new and 
crucial stage in Cuban American relations, and he thought, 
that the American people should have an opportunity of 
expressing themselves on the question, and action should be 
•undertaken to get the • reaction of those people. He 
saw this as an opportunity that should not be missed. 

PHIL BART recommended that they set up 
a picket line at the Cuban Consulate .in New York and 
such action would be an expression of solidarity. 

BENJAMIN J. DAVIS said it was his belief 
that there would be no invasion of Cuba by American military 
forces but America might try some variation of "internal 
subversion" . He saw this situation .as a crushing defeat 
for American imperialism. 


.. -x ... 
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NY T-7 has also reported that on 
July 13, I960* the CP Secretariat and others' met and 
GUS HALL opened the meeting by proposing the following 
as the agenda for the next meeting of the National 
Executive Committee scheduled for July 23 and 24, i960: 

1 i . The electoral campaign, including Party 
policy and program. 

2. The question of a united front. 

HALL indicated also that perhaps: new 
organizational proposals might be discussed at the National 
Executive Committee meeting. 

LOUIS WE INSTOCK reported on "The Worker" 
and said a committee had been set. up to prepare for a 
daily paper but no public announcement had been made. This 
committee he said had decided to raise money by issuing. : 
certificates for purchase by individuals. The money so 
obtained would be used only for establishing .a Marxist 
dally paper, and if that was not done, the money would 
be returned. WEINSTOCK noted that committments for 
about $10,000.00 already had been, obtained. • 

JACK STACHEL reported that "The Worker" 
was still operating with ah approximate annual deficit 
of §100,000.00. 


CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT reported on the 
recent convention of the National Association fOr the 
Advancement of Colored People, He said that the convention 
had taken place' against a background of the emerging as 
independent of 16 Negro led African states, and said this 
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was having a profound effect on American Negroes , 
contrasting that development with the situation in 
the United -States, where the struggle for Negro rights 
was not progressing in a manner he thought proper* LIGHTFOOT 
complained that Communist participation in tnat convention 
was small. 


JACK STACHEL observed that the Negro 
People’ s Movement was the most important one to occur 
in the United States in a long time, and that on the 
eve of the struggle, the CP is making no headway. 

LIGHTFOOT said that the CP must become, 
a factor in advancing a program in connection with this 
movement. - 


At a meeting of CP leaders held on 
July. 19, i960, according to NY T-7, GUS HALL said that 
the first, point would be a report on the recent National 
Convention of the Democratic Party by CARL WINTER.- In his 
remarks, WINTER said that the CP should mobilize at the 
grass roots level and create a movement around the main 
plank of the Democratic platform on civil rights., and 
pressure the candidates to identify themselves with the 
platform. He suggested creation of a national , committee 
for defense or enforcement of this platform, lie said the 
Party should have the question- of candidates incidental 
to the question of a platform, . WINTER also suggested 
that the CP take a position that the American people 
did exert some pressure on the Democratic Convention, this 
pressure being reflected in the planks of the platform 
covering the. issues of civil rights, the cold war, and labor 
legislation. 


NY T-^-21 has reported that the Secretariat 
of the CP, USA. and others met at the National Office of 
the CP on July 2Q, i960, and on this occasion, HYMAN LUMER

noted that a resolution had bsen adopted by the Jewish 
Commission, and this resolution had touched on the 
problem of anti-Semitism in the, Soviet Union and thp 
problem of Jewish assimilation* LUMER proposed that the 
Secretariat adopt the resolution. In the course of a 
discussion which followed the proposal, IRVING POTASH 
noted with reference to the term nationalism in the 
resolution that there is a distinction in the world 
today between nationalism in the capitalist countries 
and nationalism in the Soviet Union, and therefore, the 
Party meaning of nationalism should be explained. - 

JACK STACHEL related that everyone on 
the National Groups Commission was in agreement fch&'t 
in the Jewish field the CP has made important advances, 
but that could not be said for work ‘among other national 
groups . 


BY LUMER said he was agreeable to accepting 
the resolution as an "interim document" representing a! 
certain stage in the struggle. 

The next matter taken . up by this meeting 
was a report on youth given by MORTIMER DANIEL RUBIN. 

He said that the general reaction from young people 
throughout the country was very favorable to the idea 
of organization. 

GUS HALL said that the best .type of 
youth organization is one gathering the greatest number 
of youth inclined in the direction' of socialism. He said 
the CP would not .be interested in organizing independent 
Marxist study groups that do little. In the building of a 
youth organization. 

JAMES JACKSON said it was not clear 
as to what the immediate organizing activity of the CP 
is aimed at - whether to provide a cadre to rally the 
young generation, of merely use the cadre by which the Party 
has to bring about this "rally of thei '.young generation". 
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He said he favored a broad organization of a youth 
committee to struggle for peace, Negro equality, economic 
security, and educational opportunities. 

IRVING POTASH said there, is no lack 
of socialist minded youth and the Party should select 
the best of the socialist youth and provide a training 
progrft inspiring them to action. He said that such a 
program while perhaps not specifically Marxist in nature, 
should present our ideas in that direction. The young 
people the Party has, he said,, must provide a program of 
crusading for peace and constitutional democratic rights, 
educational and economic opportunities for young people, 
crusading against oppression, injustice and discrimination, 
and friendly relations of young people in all countries 
regardless of political systems, 

GUS HALL urged that concrete steps be 
taken in building a youth organization. He said there 
needed to be established a national organizing 
committee which would have only one task,, that being 
building- a youth organization. 

Next, BENJAMIN J. DAVIS brought up 
for consideration the question of the Congo and advocated 
preparation of a statement which would point out the injustices 
done to the Congolese, and which would Include the part 
allegedly played by American imperialism. 

GUS HALL suggested that stress be given 
to the fact that the United States has taken the side • 
of imperialism rather than that of freedom. 

IRVING POTASH mentioned the case of 
HENRY WINSTON, saying that a new medical report on him 
could be used as a basis for a new campaign for the release 
of WINSTON. He proposed that BENJAMIN J. DAVIS and JAMES 
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JACKSON enlist a delegation of Negroes to go to Washington 
to attend the Parole Bl^rd hearing for WINSTON on July 28, 
i960. DAVIS responded that he and JACKSON would confer 
on what could he done. DAVIS said that an open campaign 
for release of WINSTON should he Initiated. 

• GUS HALL said that they would do as much 
as possible and he thought they should concentrate on the 
point of the Parole Board hearing. 

NY T-22 has reported on July 19# I960, 
that PHIL BAH 3? hy letter dated July 15# I960, informed 
the National Executive. Committee that the committee was 
scheduled to meet on August 6 to 8, i960. 

GUS. HALL on August 2, i960, according 
to NY T-23, said that the proposed agenda for the meeting 
Of the National Executive Committee on August 6 to 8, I960, 
would include the following:, 

1. introduction to a discussion on current 
international problems by HALL and a 
report by MORRIS CHILDS on the ideological 
dispute between the CPs of the USSR 

and China. 

2. A report by BENJAMIN J. DAVIS on the 
results of the conventions of, the Democratic 
and Republican Parties. Also, a reading of a 
document on Party Electoral Policy by CLARENCE 
HATHAWAY i 

3. A report by ARNOLD JOHNSON on the peace movement 
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The National Executive Committee met on 
August 6, I960, for. its three day meeting at the CP 
National Office* and according to NY T-l, the agenda 
adopted included the items mentioned above as well 
as a report by BENJAMIN J. DAVIS on' electoral envelopments, 
a report by CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT on the Ghana Conference of 
African Women, organization problems and proposals, 
proposals in regard to youth, and action 1 on the Me Carran 
Act appeal. 

NY T-l has noted that MORRIS CHILDS 
reported on the internation 1 situation and he noted 
that the dispute between the CP,SU and the Chinese 
CP involved the question of whether peaceful co- 
existence between capitalism and socialism is possible, 
and whether or not war is inevitable. The CP, SU> he 
said maintains that peaceful co-existence is possible 
•and war is not Inevitable, while the CP of China contends 
that while capitalism exists there will be War. 

GUS HALL at the conclusion of the 
report by CHILDS, moved that the meeting state that 
the position of the CP, SU reflects the thinking of 
the 17th National Convention of the CP, USA. HALL'S 
motion was adopted without opposition. 

In his report on international developments, 
HALL said, according to NY T-l, that the existence of tensions 
is a. necessity for the domestic and foreign policy of 
American imperialism, while the Soviet Union' wages a 
p6M&£bal fight for the elimination of tension. He said 
imperialism could be forced to retreat with a minimum 
of armed conflict because of the growth of the influence 
of the socialist world. HALL said they should examine 
the peace movement In the United States and place that 
problem In the center of their work. He said that the 
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that the. new epoch must provide a new understanding 
of the anti-monopoly coabtion and if this is understood 
better they will have a better concept of the anti- 
monopoly coalition. 

ARNOLD JOHNSON reported on peace, stating . 
that the peace movement in the United States is loosely 
organised and is made up of assorted categories of 
pacifists, scientists, church people, Negro leaders, 
and others. The most important peace movement to 
appear recently is the Committee for a Sane Nuclear 
Policy. However, JOHNSON said there is need for other 
forms of organization besides this committee.. 

At the second session of the National 
Executive Committee meeting on August 7,. £960, NY T-l 
reported that there was further discussion of the position 
of the CP,. SU as explained, the day before by MORRIS 
CHILDS, and this resulted in a unanimous endorsement 
of the position taken -by the CP, SU,. 

Further discussion of the report of 
ARNOLD JOHNSON was put over until August 9 , i960, it 
being felt that the report was inadequate in giving 
a picture of the US peace movement. 

BENJAMIN J. DAVIS reported to this 
session on electoral developments according to NY T-7. 

DAVIS said that the CP, USA must participate in influencing 
the national elections by building the CP and moving in 
the direction of the masses. The .Party must strike a blow 
for peace and for co-existence. While the CP, USA does not 
endorse either political party, the CP must oppose - • 
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the position that it should sit out this election and. 
it must oppose boycotting the election. He urged that 
the Republicans be defeated but appreciate the reactionary 
influences represented by Senator KENNEDY. 

In a report on the election platform, 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY said that there is. political instability 
at present and the CP must plan on reaching the workers 
for a mass campaign for peace, civil rights, labor and 
social legislation, and must consider the growth of -a grass 
roots independent political movement. 

NY T-lhas reported that the National 
Executive Committee meeting continued on August 8, i960, 
and in the course of discussion of the election campaign, 

GUS HALL said that in putting out a Communist platform 
they must look' beyond i960., HALL saying that a break- 
up of the old political parties is to be noted, particularly 
in the Democratic Party, He said the CP must work inside 
movements ' even if the adherents of those movements have 
illusions. They must spread the idea of the third party. 

BENJAMIN J. DAVIS observed that the CP 
needs to display a more critical attitude toward the 
Democratic Party than it has done in the past. What is 
heeded he said, is that more pressure should be put upon 
the- Democratic party. 

GUS HALL proposed that the National Executive 
Committee adopt' the main line of the BENJAMIN DAVIS- report 
and adopt the election party statement. HALL also moved 
that DAVIS rewrite his report on the basis of discussion 
at the meeting,. The informant interpreted this, as instruction 
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to DAVIS that he get into line with, the rest of the 
CP leadership. The National Executive Committee .accepted 
these proposals of HALL, 

The National Executive Committee also 
voted that National Committee members hold regional 
meetings in the East and mid-West to discuss- the 
election campaign and that these, meetings might be attended 
by other than National Committee members. 

CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT reported on the Ghana 
Conference of Negro Women ahd he mentioned that 2 6 
attended from the United States. He claimed that the 
United States State Department, had suffered a defeat 
at this conference.. 

Following his report, the National 
Executive Committee voted authority to the organization 
department to set up a Women's Commission of the- CP, USA. 

NY T-l noted that DANNY RUBIN- proposed 
setting up a committee with the objective of calling 
a youth conference to be- -held between the Christmas 
ahd New Year's holidays, and- which would s.et. up a youth 
organization. The National Executive Committee, approved 
this and provided 'that the next National Executive committee 
meeting would discuss the kind of youth organization to be 
established. 

GUS HALL announced that the paper 
on organizational matters was not yet ready, but. in 
time it would be distributed to all districts. He suggested 
that the document be received as representing the thinking 
Of the Secretariat, and it should be determined whether the 
districts can implement the suggestions. The questions that 
arise he said can be referred to the next meeting Of the 
National Executive- Committee,. 
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IRVING POTASH noted that the case of 
HENRY WINSTON was before the Pardon Board and he urged 
that the campaign of letters to- the President on behalf 
of clemency or a medical parole for WINSTON be stepped 
up* 


BETTY GANNETT reported on the progress 
of the appeal in the Me Carran Act case against the 
CP. She said that many organizations and individuals 
have prepared amicus, curiae briefs for submission to the 
United States Supreme Court. She said that nevertheless, 
there is more to be done. 

The meeting of the National Executive 
Committee ended at this point, however, it was agreed 
that there was to be a meeting of about an hour on the 
following day to hear .reports on the peace movements in 
the country. It was felt, according to NY T-l, that the 
report of ARNOLD JOHNSON had been confined to peace 
activities in New York and the East. . 

On August 11, i960, NY T-23 provided 
a copy of "Peace and Peaceful Coexistence ", described 
as a resolution adopted by the National Executive Committee 
of the CP, USA' on August 8 , i960. 

This resolution asserts that peaceful 
co-existence is the only policy fitting the state of the 
world. The main historic trend continues in favor of socialism 
and -this is ..the . epoch of. the disintegration of imperialism 
The resolution states that there is a realistic possibility 
of averting war between capitalist and socialist states 
and of establishing peaceful co-existence as a long range 
policy, thus it appears that war is not inevitable. 

The resolution goes on to say that a fight 
for peace demands struggle for the recognition of Peoplefe China 
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and its admission to the United Nations and an end 
to American occupation of Chinese territory and lifting 
the total economic embargo now in force hgainst People’s 
China. 


The informant stated that in this 
document the CP, USA asserts its support of the. 

CP, SU in the latter’s dispute with the CP of China, 
and at the same time, the document calls for support 
of objectives to the advantage of People's China. 

NY T-7 has reported that on August 9 , 

I960, there took place a meeting of several of the 
CP leadership at the National Office of the CP, and 
JAMES WEST reported on the peace movement in Chicago, 
DOROTHY HEALEY reported- on the same topic with reference 
to California, and CARL WINTER discussed peace activity 
in Detroit.. 


In conclusion, QUS HALL pointed out 
that there were no basic differences among the Party 
leaders on the peace question. He said that the CP 
would have to work out implementation and co-ordination as 
soon as possible, and the Secretariat would organize 
the work immediately after. 

The CP Secretariat met on September 7, 

I960, according to NY T-7> and. HYMAN LUMER said that 
several of the Secretariat had decided on a discussion 
of Cuba, the United Nations meeting, developments in 
New York, the election problems in the New England District, 
the status of the campaign' for HENRY WINSTON, and develop- 
ments in the Congo. 

GUS HALL suggested that there be a 
report on Cuba and then determination made whether 
other points on the agenda can be discussed. 
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JAMES JACKSON gave what he described 
as an informal comment on the attendance of CP 
representatives at the Convention of the Cuban CP. 

As to the current stage and character of the revolution, 
he said the basic objective was to eliminate foreign 
domination and assume full independence. He pointed 
out that the working class had played a special and 
decisive role. As to the possibility of the revolution 
becoming the captive of FIDEL CASTRO, JACKSON said 
that the Cuban CP. says that the answer lies in raising 
the revolutionary consciousness of the masses. 

With reference to HENRY WINSTON, IRVING 
POTASH said that WINSTON is now expressing a preference 
to go back to prison, POTASH went on to say that he 
had consulted with three other lawyers and they were 
of the opinion that there were other ways of proceeding 
without dropping the fight for WINSTON’S freedom. 

JAMES JACKSON said that in connection ' 
with the question of peace, the KHRUSHCHEV visit and 
the impending session of the United Nations, that the 
CP should make an extraordinary effort to attach the 
same s.ignificence to these matters as do the socialist 
countries. He went on to say that the CP should mobilize 
its members' at the airport or at the United Nations > and 
a four page tabloid ' should be produced with a statement 
on the issue of peace and disarmament. ' 

The meeting closed with a suggestion 
by HALL, that a meeting of DAVIS, BART, JACKSON, and 
himself be held the next day. to discuss Party activity 
in connection with the United Nations meeting. 
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NY T~7 has reported that the CP Secretariat, 
met on September 9, I960, at the CP National Of fice and 
BENJAMIN J. DAVIS, referring to the national election 
stated that an alternative for the CP was to promote 
independent mass action on the Issues and not stress 
the choice between KENNEDY and NIXON. DAVIS said an 
editorial in "The Worker" was not clear, and in effect, it 
said the CP should support KENNEDY. DAVIS as serced 
that it must be made clear that the Party, takes. the 
position that neither candidate has taken, a P osit J°*V 
in harmony with the peace desires of the American Pf°P le 
and, therefore, the people have to' take the issues into 
their own hands and not permit the candidates to divert 
the people from independent mass action,. 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY reported on the question of 
leadership of the New York State CP, noting there is a 
continuing increase of factionalism in the New ' Y . 

District. This disagreement exists with regard to- the 
line of the 17th National Convention, which Is expressed In 
factionalism and 'political activities. 

GUS HALL said that the number one problem of 
the CP is unity and lack of that unity is the central 
problem that saps the vitality of the Party. He said 
that from now on he will support only those comrades 
in leadership who fight for the policies of the Party. 

NY T-15 has provided a copy of a letter dated 
August 22, i960, addressed by PHIL BART to all National- 
Committee members on the east coast. This letter note 
that the NEC at its recent meeting had decided that tne 
next meeting of the Party's National Committee would be 
held In November, to evaluate the national elections and 
the tasks ahead. The letter went on to note that It had 
been agreed that National Committee members would meet 
on a regional basis prior to the election and other active 
forces in the districts would also attend. These regional

meetings would be devoted to the final stage of the elections. 
Accordingly/ it was said the Secretariat had scheduled 
a meeting of the committee members on the East Coast ior 
September 10, and the meeting was to be held' at 
Adelphi Hall, ?4 Fifth Avenue, New York City. It was 
further noted that a statement on the national elections 
which appeared in "The Worker" of August 14, and 

a statement on the struggle for peace in the international 
situation, in "The Worker" of August 21, I960, would serve, 
as a part of the discussion. 


NY T-24 has reported that on September 10, I960, 
members of the CP National Committee from the East Coast 
Districts of the CP held an afternoon and evening meeting 
at Adelphi Hall. The meeting was attended by. about 25 
National Committee members, as well as others. 


GUS HALL opened the meeting and announced that 
two matters would be discussed, tL6se being: 


X, a report on peace and related questions 
to be given by JAMES JACKSON. 

2. A report on electoral developments by 
CLARENCE HATHAWAY. 

JAMES JACKSON said that by now it is no secret 
that the Chinese CP has drawn different conclusions as 
to the tasks before the Socialist countries and this is 
a debate in the Socialist family. He said there are 
forces trying to divorce and detach individuals from the 
camp’ of Socialism. JACKSON thought that the Chinese 
in evaluating the inevitability of war underestimated 
tile destructiveness of new weapons. He went on to say 
that the Marxist efforts should mobilize all 

persons for peace to prevent imperJsli&m from executing 
its plans for war. He noted that ce-existence does not 
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eliminate competition in the struggle of ideas. JACKSON 
noted that a resolution of the CP National Executive 
Committee' passed on August 8’, I960., had expressed agreement 
with the Declaration of the Communist Parties at Bucharest, 
which had supported the view of the CPSU that war is 
not inevitable. 

JACK STACKED urged that delegates from various 
organizations come to the forthcoming meeting of the 
United Nations (UN). He said the CP will issue a 
statement and will stress the responsibility of the UN 
for resuming negotiations on disarmament/stcpping the 
rearmament of Germany and seating People 1 s China in 
the UN. 


The National Committee members present voted 
to accept JACKSON’S report and voted approval of the 
NEC resolution supporting the position that war is not 
inevitable . 


CLARENCE HATHAWAY, reporting on the election 
policy of the CP, asserted that the foreign policy of 
the Soviet Union is based on the belief that war is not 
inevitable, this being brought out in the recent trip 
and speech of KHRUSHCHEV and the national elections should 
be -approached with that in mind. HATHAWAY also said that 
a negative approach should be avoided and if such an 
attitude is continued, the CP will los6 its ability 
to reach the masses of people. The worker, he said, should 
be told to vote for KENNEDY but if anything is to be 
gotten the worker should know that pressure would have 
to be applied in an organized way. 

HATHAWAY went on to observe that some insurgent 
candidates in New York should be supported, saying that those 
candidates go beyond Presidential candidates on issues 
of peace, labor, et cetera. 
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The CP, HATHAWAY, said must work with all movements 

thus influence the elections and the next administration* 

The meeting voted to accept HATHAWAY !s report 
and endorsed the NEC resolution on the 61ecticii cpllcy 
of the CP. 


With reference to the above meeting, NY T-23 
has rep p^-hfiri that pm ‘rar t had commented that at this 
meeting L had m ade the worst attack 

against the Russians. | had pointed out some 

remarks attributed to KHRUSHCHEV by DE GAULLE when 
KHRUSHCHEV was in Paris for the Summit Meeting.- DE, GAULLE 
had disclosed that KHRUSHCHEV had stated that he was 
worried about Western civilization and the white race. 

had said he wanted to verify the making of such 
remarks and had w a nt ed to know if they had ever been ' 
explained. | lhad also been critical of KHRUSHCHEV’S 

position with regard to Algeria and had accused the Russians 
of compromising with imperialismagainst the interests of 
colonial countries." 

BART had also observed that in a veiled way, 
WILLIAM L. PATTERSON had Joined in the nriticisi ps of 
the Soviet Union. The remarks of PATTERSON and 
were interpreted by BART as anti-Soviet. 


According to BART, GUS HALL told the meeting 
that the CPUSA has its own position on such matters but 
there would be no compromise with anyone expressing an 
anti-Soviet view. 


PHIL BART also commented that there was. a big 
battle In the course of the discussion of the matter of 
the i 960 election campaign. BART said that HOMER CHASE 
had argued that the Democratic Party is not a party of 
peace and that the CPUSA should run independent 
candidates. , 
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BAHT also noted that HYMAN LUMER had made a 
surprise motion to the effect that the policy of the 
New England District on the i960 elections was not the 
policy of the CPUSA. He described him as sectarian, 
dogmatic and leftist. The motion also was aimed at 
condemning the policy of the New England District. . 

BEN DAVIS offered to agree that the New England 
District policy was sectarian, provided that other adjectives 
were stricken from the motion. The motion was then passed. 

On September 14, i960, NY T-7 reported that op 
that date there was a meeting of the CP Secretariat 
at the National Office of the CPUSA, 

HYMAN LUMER at this meeting pointed out that 
work was well underway on the project of welcoming 
KHRUSHCHEV and other heads of government arriving for the 
UN meeting. 

ARNOLD JOHNSON answered the charges of factionalism 
against him by saying that he had understood that the 
leadership of the New York State CP was made up of 
WILLIAM PATTERSON, CLARENCE HATHAWAY and himself. JOHNSON 
said that. HATHAWAY had changed this and had made all staff 
members equal, this resulting -in disorganization. JOHNSON 
commented that HATHAWAY * s approach to the question of 
leadership was very unfortunate and he claimed he 
has always worked for unity. 

JACK STACHEL said that there is to be full 
agreement of line between the New York State and 
national leadership and saidi that in his view JOHNSON 
had. not adjusted ’himself to this. He noted that JOHNSON’S 
statement had lacked the basic approach and the basic 
line. 
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BEN DAVIS said that in his opinion the- CP 
was essentially healthy in New York even if the factional 
leadership in New York had its effect.’ • 


A committee made up of ARNOLD JOHNSON, CLARENCE 
HATHAWAY, GUS HALL, HYMAN LUMER and WILLIAM WEINSTONE' 
was formed to discuss leadership and report to a later 
meeting of the Secretariat, no date being specified. 

GUS HALL then stated that the Secretariat would 
have to decide something with regard to the situation 
in the New England District. He said that if there was 
no acceptance of the National Committee line by HOMER 
CHASE his resignation. should be accepted and the New 
England District should be asked to elect new leadership. 


On September 19., i 960 , according to NY T~7> 
the CP Secretariat and others met again. On this occasion 
HYMAN LUMER reported on a meeting of the New England District 
Committee which he had’ attended. He criticised HOMER 
CHASE for continued opposition to the. CP line. 

GUS HALL said of the situation in New England, 

"This is a challenge to everything basic in our. party. 

These are the actions of a completely irresponsible person 
who has no understanding of Communist thinking". HALL 
proposed that a statement be issued addressed to the New 
England District showing the position of the national 
leadership of the CP. 

NY T-l has reported that a two day meeting of 
the CP Secretariat was held beginning September 20, i 960 . 
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The agenda for this meeting* according to 
NY T-l, was to include a report on the economic - situation 
in the United States by HYMAN LUMER, the proposed 
agenda for the meeting of the National Executive Committee 
on September 28-29, I960, and a summary by GUS HALL 
on Soviet Chinese relations. 

HYMAN LUMER reported on the economic situation 
prevailing in the United" States and his report was 
accented on motion that it be polished and prepared 
for publication in ’’Political Affairs", It was also 
believed possible that it would be published in the 
"World Marxist Review". 

Following this was a discussion of the agenda 
for the meeting of the NEC- scheduled for September . 28-29, 
I960. The following foas the agenda adopted? 

1. A report from various districts on the 
i960 election campaign. 

2. Discussion of developments in the United 
Nations and the struggle for peace, the discussion to be 

led by JACK STACHEL. ' 

3v Reorganization of the CP, to be handled by 
means of proposals introduced by GUS HALL. 

4. A discussion of developments in the youth 
field and the character of the youth organization to be 
built by the CPUS A. 

5. Comments by the meeting on LUMER* s report 
oh the economic situation. 

6. Miscellaneous, possibly including selection 
of a control commission. 
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GUS HALL spoke* on relations between the CP of 
the Soviet Union and China, saying that the stand of 
the CPUS A on this, dispute was correct and they could 
be proud of their analysis and approach. HALL sal"! 
that their position was stated at the 17th National 
Convention and at that time they had properly estimated 
the balance of world forces and had noted a tipping of 
the scale in favor of the Socialist world. He. said 
they need to emphasize that peaceful co-existence must 
be fought for and war is not inevitable. 

NY T-l has also reported that/the second -..day of 
this meeting of the CP Secretariat, HERBERT APTHEKER 
reported on the status of 11 Political Affairs . He noted 
that among other things" Political Affairs" is supposedto be 
the organ of the National Committee of the CPUSA, as 
well as an organ of Marxism-Leninism. It should serve, 
he said, as a guide for the line of the Party. He noted 
that the I960 circulation is now 6,011 with one quarter 
in New York and the other three quarters in the rest of 
the world. As to its shortcomings,. APTHEKER said that 
it has not given enough" attention to ideological problems 
and .is weak in its answers to trade union problems and 
Latin American problems. He further said there is a "need 
of the CPUSA to do some writing for the magazine, for while 
a number have promised articles, but none has' been received 

GUS HALL said that there is no appreciation of 
theory in the CPUSA and that is the reason for the low 
circulation of" Political Affairs"and the "World Marxist 
Review". He said that more leading people in the Party 
should be involved in the writing of articles. 

After the discussion the Secretariat instructed 
APTHEKER to prepare his report in writing for distribution 
to the Party. An editorial board for "Political Affairs 
was established as proposed by APTHEKER. . '• ■: ■* 
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LUMER had proposed JAMES ALLEN, IRVING POTASH, 
BENJAMIN J, DAVIS and JACK STACHEL for an editorial 
hoard and the Secretariat approved them for the hoard. 

The Secretariat then engaged in a brief discussion 
of the demonstration for peace in the vicinity of the UN 
on Tuesday, September -20, i960. It was claimed that 
2,000 appeared for the demonstration hut the, police 
permitted only 1,000 to participate. 

There followed a discussion of the report by 
GUS HALL; on the dispute bet wen the CP of the USSR and 
China. During the course of this discussion, WILLIAM 
WEINSTONE said that the relationship between these parties 
will affect all other issues. He said those opposed to 
Soviet policy are not convinced of the correctness of the 
decisions of the 20th Congress of the CPSU and those same 
people are opposed to KHRUSHCHEV because of the rol© he 
played in destroying the cult of STALIN. 

GUS HALL related that following the meeting 
of the National Committee members from the East Coast 
Districts on Septe mber 10> 1060. he had talked with 

He saiq had changed, his mind 

with regard to relations bettveen the CPSU and the CP 
of China but had not withdrawn his opposition to the 
election policies of the CPUSA. 

NY T-T has advised that a meeting of the CP 
Secretariat and others was held at the National Office 
of the CP on September 26, i960. This meeting opened with 
discussion, of an agenda for ..a meeting of the NEC scheduled 
for September 28-30, i960. The tentative agenda was to 
include, the UN' meeting and the peace question, the national 
election and youth. 
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JACK STACHEL was to report on the UN and the 
peace question. The first part of the&y was to be devoted 
to that subject with two hours on the youth question. 

The second day would be devoted to the election question. 

At this meeting on September 26, I960, CLARENCE 
HATHAWAY noted that it had been proposed that either, 
the Secretariat or a committee designated by the Secretariat 
meet with the staff of the New York State CP in 
order to review the work in New York. The meeting decided 
that BEN DAVIS, HY LUMER and WILLIAM WEINSTONE would 
represent the Secretariat In a meeting with the State Staff. 

NY T-7 has reported that a three day session 
of an enlarged National Executive Committee meeting was 
held in' the National Office of the CPUSA beginning on 
September 28, i960. 

GUS HALL opened the meeting with • an announcement 
that the agenda would be as . follows: 

September 28, i960 

Report on peace and the UN by JACK STACHEL. 

Report on youth followed by discussion. 

September 29 * I960 

National election followed by discussion. 

Questions left over from the last meeting, such 
as membership, date and" agenda for next National Committee 
meeting and if time permit ted.,the organization question. 

September 30 j I960 

Executive session of the NEC. 
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HACK STACHEL In his report said that the 
meeting of the UN was an event in the struggle for 
peace, freedom and Socialism. Changes in the number 
of UN members require a' change in the command of world, 
leadership: 


1. They .mean world victory of Socialism 

in peaceful competition with the result that, war is no 
longer ' inevitable . 

2. Co-existence is an international class 
struggle showing that military means are not to be used 
to decide issues of the struggle. 

3., The policy of peace is inherent in Socialism 
as the policy of war is inherent in imperialism. 

STACHEL said that the Party must undertake a 
campaign to convince people that the cold war and' 
peaceful co-existence are not contradictory as any peace 
is preferable to war. 

The Party, . he said, must continue to press for 
recognition of People *s China and should call for the 
establishment of normal exchanges with the USSR.. Ih- the 
struggle for peace and evaluation of the new epoch, the Party 
must overcome some- of it's known theoretical weaknesses as 
well as revisionism, sectariapism, dogmatism and nationalism. 

DANNY RUBIN, reporting on youth said that his 
report was divided into three sections:

3. 


A picture and composition of youth today. 

Mass developments and .struggles. 

Status and perspective of the Party, 

as well as left organizations among the youth. 
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RUBIN said that some of the areas in which, 
youth were involved were Negro rights, sit-in demonstrations, 
civil rights actions in the North, as well as invitations 
from colleges to KHRUSHCHEV to speak. He complimented 
the youth of the Party for their activity in connection 
with sit-ins, civil liberty programs, civil, defense 
protests and youth conferences • However , he said 
that youth work was performed only by a few dedicated 
members, and the youth lack collective guidance by the 
Party. He proposed a youth, training program to be 
established in each district and that the youth quescion 
receive attention at all CP club meetings . He saw a 
need for a youth organization and a need for greater . 
participation by youth in democratic youth organizations.. 

He admitted a lack of success in building a youth, 
organization and said a new National Organizing Committee 
would help the situation. 

Finally, RUBIN offered a resolution to the 
effect that a youth organization for Socialism was 
supported but at the same ■ time makes youth not committed 
to Socialism feel, at home as participants or members. 

In the course of the discussion of the youth, question, 
BE NJAMIN J. DAVIS proposed a National Organizing Conference 
to set up a Socialist youth organization. This organization 
would have as its main principles, a sympathetic 
relationship to the labor movement, the Negro people's 
struggle, and colonial struggle, as well as a new Social 
system. DAVIS said that this implied a sympathetic 
relationship with the CP. DAVIS.' s motion as one general 
proposal was accepted. The next item on the agenda- 
reports on elections was then taken up - activity in 
various districts. 

BENJAMIN J. DAVIS, reporting for the sub-committee 
on elections, said, clarification of the general line of 
the Party on elections was necessary. He said that 
while the Party had stated it was endorsing neither 
candidate, it had encouraged a rejection of American 
foreign policy, thus inferring endorsement of KENNEDY. 
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He said that although KENNEDY and NISON 

follow a reactionary policy, the activities in the 

UN have forced them to respond on the peace question. 

DAVIS said the CP should not give the impression 
it favors any sitting out of the election. While not 
supporting either Presidential candidate it should 
encourage activity on local levels, and peace affairs 
should be encouraged. DAVIS said that the Party should 
make a statement indicating that if it had been able 
to run candidates, the candidates would have been 
GUS HALL for President • and someone such as JAMES JACKSON, 
WILLIAM PATTERSON or BENJAMIN J. DAVIS for Vice President. 

i 

In the course of the discussion by those 
attending, DAVIS said he felt- that there were two trends 
prevailing : 

1. A trend to "almost" support KENNEDY. 

2. A strain to find some way to support KENNEDY. 

It was his opinion that the biggest thing tying 
the working class to the' Democratic Party was net KENNEDY 
but economic issues. 

In commenting on the elections HALL said that 
there are some weaknesses In the CP policy statement, but 
it is basically correct. Communist electoral policy 
is to raise the level of political understanding of the 
masses and a weakness of the Party’s election work is a 
lack of understanding of Communist leadership in depth. 

In the HENRY WALLACE campaign, he said, the CP' Isolated its 
people in masses that were not ready. 
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JACK STACHEL proposed the Party reaffirm the 
resolution adopted at the last NEC meeting on the elections 
and that further developments of this work should he 
strengthened along the line of GUS HALL'S report. He 
also proposed that, all concrete questions of implementing 
the election campaign, he reported for implementation 
within the next week. by the Election Committee, the 
Organization Department and the Secretariat:. 

NY T-7 reported that STACHEL* s motion was 
unanimously adopted. 

.At the third- day session on September 30,1960-, 
PHIL BART said that certain changes in the structure 
of the Party have been considered for some time. He 
noted that the Party membership had dropped in the past 
five to ten years and a uniformity in organization was 
necessary. He noted that there is a large inner' structure 
of the Party which requires tremendous personnel • 
to service it. ‘ There are cumbersome structures around, 
conventions. The best forces of the Party are drawn 
into the County, District and National organization, 
leaving the least people to the club. BART said that he 
was not proposing to abolish all industrial clubs, but 
pointed out that- the Industrial Club- was originally 
set up as a transitional organisation, but the shop club 
is the basic organization of relationship with workers 
in industry. With the' abandonment of the Industrial Club, 
he said, forces could be released which could strengthen 
Party work in other areas such as in the community ciub, 

BART then made the following proposals: 

1. Take all measures to assure that the club 
becomes the center of political activity, utilizing forces 
for club activity presently tied up in other areas of 
Party work. 
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2. Direct the education of Party forces to 
strengthen club leadership. 

3. Consider changes to eliminate obstacles 
between the club and the highor .committees of the Party. 

4. Examination of industrial clubs in each 
district to eliminate this form of organization where 
possible. 

5. Shop clubs must be re stored to their rightful 
place in the Party. 

6. Youth clubs should be maintained as they 
are for the present and the nationality groups clubs 
be maintained wherever existing. 

BEN DAVIS proposed that PHIL BART 1 s report be - 
made a major point of discussion at the next National 
Committee meeting. He also proposed that the NEC adopt 
the general orientation of BART ’ s report and agree with 
the approach of the specific proposals made. 

.According to the inf ormant, these proposals were 

adopted . 

HY LUMER reported to the meeting that the. 
leadership of the New England District has directly 
defied Party policy on the issues of the election and peace. 
LUMER said that HOMER CHASE wanted to call a special 
convention or National Committee meeting to reverse 
the Party’s policy on the election. LUMER went on to 
note that he had made a report on New England to 
the Secretariat which decided upon sending a letter 
to the New England membership calling for a repudiation 
of CHASE and support of the Party. The Secretariat 
also decided to dispatch a comrade to New England to 
meet with clubs and groups to prepare for a meeting 
of the entire district committee, this meeting to be 
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attended by a special committee consisting of HALL, 

DAVIS and himself, in order to organize a district 
conference. It was also determined by the Secretarial 
that the case of CHASE would be presented to the next „ 
meeting of the National Committee along with ohe proposal 
that he be removed from all Party posts . 

The proposals of the Secretariat were accepted 
by unanimous vote. 

PHIL BART pointed out an urgent need for a 
membership commission but felt that a control commission 
should be elected first because of the need for order 
in the Party. This committee, he said, should limit: 
itself to matters of, discipline. A motion was made and 
accepted that nine individuals would be on this control 
commission and it was agreed that this commission would 
act without a: name. 

With reference to the situation in the New 
York State District, GUS HALL proposed that no report 
be given but the Secretariat would return to ^ke next 
meeting of the NEC on the situation. HALL said that five 
or' six top leaders in New York had either abstained or 
voted against the Party 1 s resolution on peace. He claimed 
n we" have been patient and have tried to br-ng together 
divergent views but that period is now over. Party unity 
is the central issue. 

Finally it was proposed that a report on 
situation in New York be submitted to .the next NEC meeting 
and that the NEC concur- in the approach already 
indicated by the Secretariat and contained GUS HALL s 
remarks. 

■Both of these proposals were accepted. 


In concluding GUS HALL indicated that the 
next meeting of the National Committee would be held 
either in late November or early December. 
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MEMBERSHIP

NY T-l6 has furnished a copy of a "Memorandum 
of National Organization Buro" dated September 30, I960, 
and signed by PHIL BART* . • 

This memorandum states that the Communist Party 
has not had a National registration for a number of years - 
some districts have conducted independent registrations- 
at different periods and as a result, thereis no uniform 
figure for the organization. Therefore, a National 
registration is proposed for -1961. The' opinion is^ 
offered, that such registration and consolidation will 
strengthen the clubs and help increase membership In 
accordance with the. objectives set by the 17th National 
Convention. Also, it will provide specific knowledge at 
the beginning of 1961 , of the actual Party membership as well 
as other data valuable in their mass work. 

Further, it is said that the National Organization 
Buro at a recent meeting discussed registration.for 1961 
and Party consolidation and the districts were invited to 
consider the following proposals: 

1. ' October be used to prepare for a 1961 registration. 

2. In November and December, after the National 
elections, registration be started. 

3. The Buro to produce material as a guide, and 
each district mimeograph its own material. 

4. The two-month period shall be devoted to 
consolidation and building the Party, with discussion 
of the National Convention resolution on organization 

which appears in the March, i 960 issue of "Political Affairs. 
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5. The Increase in recruiting noted for the first 
six months of i960 is small compared to 1959* and affects 
only a few districts. At the 17th National Convention 
(December, 1959) it had been proposed that they end i960 
with an increase of 10 per cent in membership . It is now 
proposed that the period of Party, consolidation and building 
be. utilized to register all members, attract many who were 
not registered in the last couple of years, and recruit new 
members, with the objective of each district closing the 
year with a membership 10 per cent greater than the previous 
year.

Situation in New York District

: New York T-23 on September 11, i960, advised that 

GjJS HALL had stated on September 8, i960, that there is a fight 
fbr leadership and a real crisis in the New York District of the 
C|?, USA. According to HALL, some people in the New York District 
want to oust, everyone in the current leadership of the district, 
including CLARENCE HATHAWAY. It was HALL’s opinion that BEN 
DjWTS was behind these maneuvers and gave them encouragement. 

! New York T-7 advised on September 9, i960, that at a 

meeting of the Secretariat, held that date, CLARENCE HATHAWAY 
presented a report on the question of the New York District 
leadership. He stated that- there was a continued increase of 
factionalism in the district and a growth of a contemptuous atti- 
tude toward national leadership policy and decisions. Disagree- 
ment also exists with regard to the line of the 17th Convention 
and is expressed in factionalism and political activity. 

| HATHAWAY noted that when he came to the New York 

District the' question was raised immediately regarding the action 
of the 17th Convention in electing the National Committee arid 
excluding MILT ROSEN, MORT SCHEER, and EVELYN WIENER from that 
body. HATHAWAY stated. that when he was elected chairman of the 
district he was not accepted by the above named individuals and 
it was the intention of this group to relegate him to a. figurehead 
role. He also stated that the question of the district’s •• 
putting forth national candidates in this presidential election 
had been used all the way down through the Party as a basis for 
an attack on the district .and national leadership. . 

HATHAWAY stated that at the last meeting of the New 
York District Staff, it had been proposed that he, BILL ALBERTSON, 
BETTY GANNETT, and JIM TORMEY be replaced in the leadership by 
MILT ROSEN, EVELYN WIENER, ARNOLD JOHNSON and others of that group. 
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GUS HALL stated that unity is the number one question 
in the Party and lack of it is the central problem that japs the 
vitality of the Party. He characterized ROSEN as close to the 
position of a Trotskyite and a completely negative force, tie 
also criticized JOHNSON and WIENER in a similar manner. 

New York T-7 advised on September 14, i960, that this 
question was further discussed at a Secretariat meeting held tha 
date-. ARNOLD JOHNSON, answering the charges of f J ct ionalism 
against him. stated, that he understood that the New York State 
leaders were HATHAWAY, WILLIAM PATTERSON 

at a later date, HATHAWAY changed this and made all staff members 
equal. This created a disorganized situation in 
He stated that HATHAWAY * s report on the question at the previous 
meeting was a very unfortunate approach since it f 

the whole picture. JOHNSON averred that he had always worked tor 

unity in the Party. 

WILLIAM WEINSTONE characterized ROSEN as irresponsible 
and the political leader of the "leftist ' tendency in New York. 

He called for more discipline and militancy. 

BEN DAVIS believed that the CP was essentially healthy 
in New York even though some factionalism in the leadership had 
had its effect. DAVIS advocated bringing an end to factionalism 
by breaking up the current leadership in the district and getting 
rid of ALBERTSON, TORMEY and GANNETT. 

GUS HALL said that he would- not support anyone for 
office in the Party who is a negative and disruptive influence. 

He characterized the present leadership In New York- as 'a good 
one and charged it with the responsibility of putting an end 
to the slanderous attacks against the Party-. 

The informant advised that on HATHAWAY 1 s 
a committee consisting of JOHNSON, HALL, LUMER, WEiNSTONE^and 
HATHAWAY was set up to discuss this question and bring a pr p 
to a future meeting of the Secretariat. 

On September 30, i960. New York T-7 HATL 

during a meeting of the NEC held September 28-30, i960, GUS HALL 
objected to a discussion of the leadership situation in the 
New York District on the basis that a separate committee was 
to report on this situation on a later date. Hewasover ruled 
on this objection and the matter was brought up for discussion. 
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, During the discussion on this question HALL noted that 

..'it was a serious situation in New York when five or six top 
leaders in the district either abstained or fought against the re-? 
.solution on - peace. The question of Party unity was a central issue 
now and HALL said that he would not support any comrade for a 
Party post unless he fought for Party unity. He said there 
was room for difference s, but they had to be expressed within the 
confines of a united leadership. HALL said that the Secretariat 
would come. to the next NSC meeting wiih a full report on the 
'situation. 


After some discussion* the NEC approved a motion to 
consider the situation fully at the next meeting of the NEC. 

Situation in New England District 

New York T-25 advised on September 12* i960* that at 
a meeting of the Eastern Seaboard National Committee members 
held on September 10* i960* to discuss peaceful coexistence and 
fche CP election policy* HOMER CHASE and his group from New 
England disagreed with the Party’s position on the elections . and 
peaceful coexistence. They said that the Party* contrary to its 
’stated position in" The worked* was.* in reality* urging the election o| 
b'OHN KENNEDY for President. CHASE argued that the elections be > 
boycotted. He also said that in view of the differences- between the 
0? of China and the Soviet Union* peaceful coexistence was not 
Possible. He felt that the Chinese were . adhering strictly to the 
Marxist -Leninist line* which he supported^ and that the CP, USA 
position on this question was revisionist. 

Informant said that following this disagreement by 
the New England group the meeting passed a motion criticizing the 
group' for its position in that it was harmful, dangerous* 
contrary to CP policy and in disregard of CP discipline. 

New York T-7 on September 14* i960* advised that 
at a meeting of the Secretariat held that date, GUS HALL stated 
that something had to be done regarding the New England situa- 
tion. If HOMER CHASE would not accept the line of the Rational 
Co-mmittee* his resignation should be accepted and the district 
asked to elect a new leadership. 
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WILLIAM WE INSTONE proposed that a delegation of three _ 
from the National Committee be sent into the New England District 
to visit each club and win over the comrades one by one. 

Informant advised that after some discussion it was 
decided to send only HY LUMER - . to the district to attempt to 
repair the situation. 

New York no- 26 on September 22, I960, advised that at 
a meeting of the New England District Committee held on September 
18, i960, at Chelsea, Massachusetts, HY LUMER,. criticized the 
statement which had been circulated by the New England District 
Board in opposition to the Party policy on the elections. LUMER' 
said that, a boycott of the elections,, which the New England Board 
advocated, would tend to isolate the Party from the people and 
that although the Party had not endorsed either candidate, it 
opposed any such boycott, He stated that the New England Board’s 
statement, coming as it did after the NEC resolution on the 
elections, was a violation of democratic 

centralism and the Party cannot operate with more than one 
policy. 

CHASE answered LUMER by criticizing the NEC- as 
factionalist and he answered the charge of violating democratic 
centralism by stating that although the 17th National Convention 
was held many months ago, the Party still did not have a consti- 
tution. 

The informant said that the New England .District 
Board’s statement regarding the elections was endorsed at this 
at this meeting and a motion was also passed to send' the NEC 
resolution on the elections back to the NEC for clarification. 

New York T-7 on September 30, i960, advised that at 
the final day’s session, held that date, of a three day NEC 
meeting HY LUMER made a report on the New England situation. He 
said the leadership there had taken a position in direct defiance 
of Party policy on the election and peace issues, LUMER reviewed 
the positions of the various leaders in the New England District 
on current issues and he condemned the statements that the New 
England District had circulated concerning their positions , ' He 
said that CHASE wanted to call a special convention or National 
Committee meeting in order to reverse the Party’s policy on the 
elections. According to LUMER, CHASE’S position is that the NEC 
does not have the right to make decisions concerning New England 
District policy. 
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LUMER said that CHASE'S attitude is an open challenge 
to the national leadership and that the Secretariat had there- 
fore decided the following: 

1. A letter would be sent to the New England member- 
ship calling upon them to repudiate CHASE and support the Party 
and its policies. 

. 2. Send a comrade into the New England District to 

meet with the clubs and prepare them for a meeting of the 
whole district committee., which would be attended by a special 
committee consisting of LUMER,. HALL and DAVIS in order to organize 
& district conference . 

3- The case of CHASE to be presented to the next 
MpIC meeting with a proposal' that he be removed from all Party 
posts < 

The informant advised that following a discussion of this 
matter it was voted unanimously to accept the above proposals of 
the Secretariat.

• On September 1, i 960 , NY T- 23 made available 

a* five-page mimeographed document wnicn was distributed ^ 
by tne National Office of tne CP, USA, and captioned, ^ Tne 
international Situation and Peace - Discussion Guxde . 

The document states in part as follows: 


i "The changes in t ae international situation were 

recently reviewed by a conference of tne representatives 
of the Communist and Workers Parties of the socialist _ 
countries who attended the Third Congress of tne Rumanian 
Wbrkers Party held in Bucharest in June, I960. This 
-conference considered that *tne whole course of incer- 
national events and the development of the countries of 
the world socialist .system has fully confirmed tne correctness 
of the Marxist-Leninist propositions of the Declaration 
and the Peace Manifesto’ of November, 1957. Tpe viewpoint 
of the CPUSA is in accord witi* that of the world Marxist 
parties... 

: "...The present epoch is not, like the ^preceding 

one, simply an epoch of revolutions and wars. It is an 
eboch of the. disintegration of imperialism, . of revolutions, 
of the transition from capitalism to socialism, of tne , 
rise, consolidation and victory of the socialist world 
system. Imperialism has not changed its nature; it 
remains rapacious, aggressive and warlike. Wars were 
inevitable when imperialism was dominant, but under one 
new conditions the operation of the laws of imperialism 
leading to wars can no .longer have the controlling force 
of the past. It is curbed and overridden by tne strength 
of the new socialist system which moves toward the conso- 
lidation of peace . . . 
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"As socialism grows in strength,. within ten 
to fifteen years it will .be possible to abolish the scourge 
of war, even though capitalism remains in part of the 
wprld;., 

5 "The ftility of the pro-war imperialist elements 

to wreck the summit/ the predatory nature of U*S* 
imperialism, its obstruction of disarmament, its bellicose 
attitude to Cuba, its role in the Congo, the fact that 
both major parties call for stepping up the arms race 
and the cold war— all these call for greater vigilance and 
intensified struggle for peace* But it does not means 
that the imperialists will have their, way. 

"The actions of U.S, imperialism have not 
altered the balance of world forces or the main direction 
of development of world relations. The easing of tensions 
which occurred in recent years will continue, despite 
temporary ups and downs., . , . 

! "Peaceful coexistence means competition or 

struggle (class struggle) between the two systems, eco- 
nomically, ideologically and politically, but witnout 
wkr. Though war can be averted, ideological struggle p a ? 
not, nor can the class struggle in the capitalist countries, 
which has its roots in the internal contradictions oi 
capitalism and has existed long before the rise of 
socialism. , • 

"Ideas that peaceful coexistence is a form 
oi* class collaboration with the imperialists or weakens the 
class struggle are wrong. Peaceful coexistence means class struggle 
between the two systems, and the* fight forit advancesthepeoples

Communist Party Draft Election Platform for i 960 

New York T-l6 on August 1, I960, furnished a 
copy of a draft election platform of the Communist Party (CP) 
for I960, which platform has been forwarded, to all Districts 
on July 28, I960, by the CP National Election Platform 
Committee. The- Platform Committee solicited remarks, 
criticisms and suggestions from the various Districts before 
the scheduled date of the National Executive Committee 
meeting on August 6-8, i 960 * The draft election platform 
declared, in part, as follows: 

The fight for peace must be made the number 
one election issue. All other issues must be fought for 
and won in connection with a unified and victorious struggle to 
prevent a nuclear disaster. Democratic and Republican 
political leaders have one big program to put over. Their 
real purpose is to build the nation* s military strength. 
Experience shows, however, that when the nation spends a 
major portion of its budget for war purposes there are no 
social benefits for the people. No candidate can win an 
election as a war advocate. Therefore, the- candidates incite 
people against a KHRUSHCHEV or a CASTRO to justify the 
armaments expenditures and lavishly promise the people 
far-reaching social benefits to win their votes. 

Throughout the world the common people, long 
oppressed, are in motion in various forms of struggle. They 
are moving and fighting toward a higher and better life and 
will no longer tolerate the humiliation, discrimination and 
exploitation to which they have been subjected for 
centuries. The domination of the world by the rich is coming 
to an end. The people demand and are winning freedom, 
equality and security. That Is the meaning of the CASTRO 
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revolt in Cuba> the growing support for the Cuban people 
throughout Latin America, the recent upheavals in Japan, 
Turkey, ' South Korea and in Africa, the colonial revolts 
and independence movements throughout Asia and the 
Middle East, and of-the socialist revolutions in Czarist 
Russia, Eastern Europe, China, North Korea and North- 
Vietnam . 


The Communist Party must seek the following goals: 

1.. Restore the respect and influence of the 
United States among the world 1 s people by dedicating ourselves 
unselfishly to a world at peace* 

2. Raise the purchasing power and living standards 
of the people; protect the' people against automation and 

the: encroachments of big business, 

3. Use the full power of the Federal Government, 
Including its police power, to enforce without stint or 
favor the 13th, 14th and 15th amendments; 

end discrimination, in whatever form, throughout the country, 
in the South and in the North. 

4. Restore full democracy for all our people 
by revitalizing and enforcing the Bill • of Rights, and 
repealing all restrictive and repressive legislation. 

5. Adopt a Federal Youth Act that guarantees 
the right of every child to a full and free education in 
his chosen field or profession. With free tuition and 

a stipend where needed. 

6. End the disgraceful "payola”- system, the 
corruption and degeneration that has penetrated the entire 
fabric of our society, including all branches of 
government, from the city level to the White House, 

In conclusion, this draft election platform de- 
clared, "The Communist Party, though devoted to the 
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reorganization of society on a socialist basis, 

will give all-out support to the above immediate demands 

and to a broad grass-roots movement to win these demands. 

We- commit ourselves unqualifiedly, to this struggle 
for two basic reasons: 

"1.. We have the same interests as other people 
in winning all possible reforms under capitalism; 

"2. We have confidence in the people, believing 
that out of their struggle for the above program they will 
become conscious of the nature of capitalism and of, 
capitalist rule, and will march forward with us toward ouj? 
socialist goal. 

"We call on our people — the American people 
to Join hands against the war makers, to fight for peace, 
for economic advance* for civil rights, for civil liberties' — 
for a better and stronger America 1 — for a Socialist 
America 1" 


National Executive Committee,. CP, United States of America (USA), 
Discussion of Election Campaign, August, i960 . 

New York T-7 reported on August 7* I960, that 
at that day's sessions of a meeting of the National . 

Executive Committee, CP, USA, at CP Headquarters, BENJAMIN 
J. DAVIS presented a report on electoral developments. 

DAVIS stated that the objective of the CP in the elections 
must be to affect the outcome of the elections by building 
in the direction of the masses. 

DAVIS stated that the CP's Job is to strike 
a blow for peaceful co-existence. He said that Vice-pres- 
ident RICHARD. M. NIXON is the greatest threat to the CP, 
however. Senator JOHN P. KENNEDY also poses a- threat. 

DAVIS went on to state that the general election 
line of the CP is correct and is based on the line 
adopted at the 17th National Convention of the Party, in 
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December, 1959-. He stated that the CP, USA does not 
endorse either political party and that the main 
differences between the two parties are within them* 

DAVIS related that in the coming elections, the" 
CP, USA must have a flexible tactic. He cited certain 
problems facing the CP, such as, 

1. The CP must oppose the view that the Party 
should^ sit this election out. 

2. The CP must oppose the boycotting of the 

election. 

3. The Republican Party must be defeated at 

all costs. 

4. The CP must appreciate serious reactionary 
factors represented by Senator KENNEDY and the Catholic 
hierarchy. 


DAVIS stated that the CP has two candidates 
in New York and one in Detroit. He stated the Party should 
have ten candidates and should consider putting forth 
a presidential ticket. DAVIS said the Party should demand 
radio and television time to answer every attack made 
upon the Party. 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY then presented a' report on 
the election platform of the Party. HATHAWAY stated that 
the CP must consider how to reach and influence the workers, 
the aged, the youth, etc., for a mass pressure campaign 
for peace, civil rights, labor and social legislation. 

The. CP must consider also how to further the growth of a 
grass roots independent political movement. HATHAWAY 
stated the CP would endorse selected local candidates.- He 
stated the Party’s aim is to organize and unify various 
factions and movements. 

-HATHAWAY further set forth various other points 
as a guide to political action, such as: 
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1. The need fora new Party. 

2. The need for independent political action, 

3. The .defeat of cold .war candidates'. 

4. The emphasizing of independent, candidates. 

5. The sharpening of the stand against boycotting 
the elections, 

6. The unmasking of the Republican Party as the 
"peace party. " 


7. To stress that the endorsement of candidates 
by Negro and Labor groups is a weapon which can be used to 
compel parties to make concessions, 

, In addition. New York T-l reported on August 7, i960, that 
at that day’s session- of the above meeting, BENJAMIN J. DAVIS pre- 
sented a lengthy report on electoral developments, in 
this report-, DAVIS suggested the possibility of the CP running 
presidential candidates, in the name of the CP. ! 

Following DAVIS’ report, .'CLARENCE HATHAWAY de- 
livered a report on the' election campaign. HATHAWAY 
stated his report did not represent a finished document 
since various members of the subcommittee on election policy 
had offered many amendments which would be incorporated 
into this statement, , 

This statement would be at variance with the report 
of DAVIS and would urge that various organizations and unions 
hold conferences to put pressure on Congress to enact 
legislation which Is contained in the platforms of the 
Democratic and Republican parties, it would also advocate 
the formation of a Farmer-Labor Party, but would aim an 
appeal to the followers of the Democratic Party. 
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New York T-l reported on August 8, i960, that 
at that day’s sessions of the above meeting the discussion 
of the election campaign was continued. GUS HALL stated 
that the CP is putting forth a Communist platform. It 
•" policy statement of the CP and not a policy statement 
of the Americans fi>r Democratic Action or some Trotskyite 
group, HALL stated there is developing a breakup of the 
old political parties, particularly the Democratic Party. 

New alliances are being formed and the CP should be 
prepared for them. New forces are emerging. This was dis- 
played at the conventions through marches, vigils, et<?.- 

HALL stated that while the marches have not been 
aimed at forming a new party, the' Communist Party must 
be ready to lead such a march. It must work at different 
levels; it must work inside movements, even if these 
movements have illusions. Some movements want to 
break away from the Democratic Party. Some movements 
want to work within the Democratic Party, The CP must 
spread the idea of a third party. ■ 

HALL disagreed with those who had said that 
if the CP put forth its own candidates, it would narrow 
down the work of the CP in the election campaign. He said 
that if the CP is asked why it does not have more candidates, 
it should point out that there are specific election 
laws against CP candidates in thirty-four states in the 
United States. 

Following HALL’S remarks, BENJAMIN J. DAVIS with- 
drew his proposal for CP presidential and vice- 
presidential candidates. DAVIS said that the CP needs 
a more critical attitude toward the Democratic Party 
than it has had in the past. What is new about the situation- 
is that more criticism can be leveled at, and more 
pressures can be put upon, the Democratic Party. 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY stated that the draft of the 
election policy statement had not, as yet, been completed. 

He stated, however, that he would propose its adoption with 
the proviso that ah. editorial' committee would work on it.

“Communist Analysis of the Election Scene " 

"The Worker", August 14, i960, c on t abed an 
article entitled, "Communist Analysis of the Election 
Scene", which article reflects it is a statement adopted 
by the National Executive Committee of the CP at its 
meeting the previous weekend.. 

This article reflects that the CP’s mass 
approach to all the questions and problems which arise 
in connection with the i960 election campaign should 
be based on two primary considerations: 

"a) how can we reach, work with, and influence 
workers, Negroes, farmers * the aged, the youth, liberals, 
progressives and the broader ’Left’ to enter into 
determined, persistent mass pressure campaigns - of all' 
kinds - at all levels - from the simplest to the higher forms - 
for peace, in support of colonial struggles, for civil 
rights, and for a full range of labor and social legis- 
lation; and 

"b) how, through these efforts, can we 
help to further the growth of grass-i-roots independent 
political movements, in the first place involving the 
trade unions, but including: such other independent pressure 
movements as can 'be developed among all sections of 
the people." 
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This article continues that the CP, through 
every possible channel of struggle, should strive to 
give a new, broad impetus toward the formation of a 
coalition of the- anti -monopoly forces leading in the 
direction of a new party representing the interest of 
the common people. Such a .perspective will develop only .. 
out of the CP's participation in the struggle of 
the people, and not out of agitational campaigns alone. 
Moreover, each state and locality will have to study 
carefully its own special problems and develop a proper 
tactical line to suit its own situation. 

This article relates, in part, " ...it is 

necessary to emphasize that Communists, as representatives 
of a vanguard party, must be ready and able to work with 
and among the people in liberal, insurgent, and independent 
movements, and apiorig people aligned or unaligned with 
either old party o,r their candidates, as well' as trade 
unions, peace groups, Negro and other people's organizations. 

Continuing, ■ this article points out that there 
is widespread and growing discontent with the old- 
party ^machines. Many labor, Negro, farm, and progressive 
organizations will attempt to win their demands this 
year through Democratic or Independent candidates. These 
groups should be drawn into struggle on issues to put 
pressure on the candidates and Congress, which will speed 
up their disillusionment and their readiness for indepen- 
dent and united political formations. The CP should strive 
to aid and encourage such developments. 

This article goes on to call for various other 
items, such as: 

1} A sharply critical attitude toward both 
the NIXON and KENNEDY tickets, and an emphasis on the need 
for struggle, 

2) No boycotting of the elections. 
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3) The avoiding of a negative or defeatist 
attitude in the elections, 

4) Strive to inspire and organize the workers 
for independent political activity and pressure on the 
issues of peace, civil rights, and legislation, measures 
reflecting the needs of workers, farmers, the youth, the 
aged, etc. 


5) Efforts to insure the defeat of Representa- 
tives and Senators who have long reactionary, anti- 
labor, and cold-war records. 

6) Support of peace or labor candidates. 

7) Support campaigns to register voters,. 

This article continues, that in those election 
districts where Communist candidates are on the ballot, 
the campaign should be conducted in such a way as to • 
incite the people in the area, including those supporting 
other candidates, to fight on issues. 

The article reflected that the CP would have 
preferred to have its own candidates for president a.nd 
vice-president this year, however, this was hot possible 
due to a series of restrictive laws. The article stated 
that the CP is a party of a different kind, based upon 
the science of Marxism-Leninism. Its aim is not votes 
and offices except insofar as they help the CP better to 
fight for and to serve the interests and needs of. the 
working people. Communist candidates run as the most 
advanced spokesmen of the united action of the people, 
for their immediate burning needs, and for the future - 
including the eventual socialist transformation of our 
society.

New York 1-7 reported on September 28-30, i 960 , 
that a three -day meeting of the enlarged National 
Executive Committee, CP, USA, had been held on those 
dates at CP Headquarters, New York City. 

The agenda for this meeting included a report 
on elections and subsequent discussion, said report and 
discussion to be presented at the second (fey’s session. ’ 

BENJAMIN J. DAVIS, at the September 29, I960, session 
of this meeting, presented a report on elections, 1 which 
report had been prepared by the subcommittee on elections. 
DAVIS’ report reflected that:- 

Clarification of the general line of the 
Party on elections was necessary. While the Party had 
stated it was endorsing neithen candidate, it had encouraged 
a rejection of American foreign policy. In. DAVIS’ 
opinion, this inferred' an endorsement of Senator KENNEDY. 

DAVIS felt that peace is: the central, overall Issue of the 
election campaign. The presence of foreign "peace -makers" 
such as KHRUSHCHEV in the United States has helped * 
to raise the isnue. sharply to the American people, and 
even though KENNEDY and- Vice-president NIXON follow a 
reactionary policy, the activities in the United Nations 
have forced them to respond more fully to the peace 
question. 


With respect- to the election boycott, the CP should 
not give the impression it favors any "sitting, out" 
of the election. The Party should follow the position 
of not supporting either Presidential candidate but 
of encouraging activity on local levels. The type of activity 
In support of peace affairs should be encouraged. 

A "non-partisan" committee for a. fundamental change. 

In American foreign policy should be established. 
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Protest votes cast for such parties as the 
Socialist Workers Party are wasted votes and in no way Votes 
for peace. With respect to the religious issue-, 
the CP has not stated its - feeling on religious bigotry 
fully enough and should make it .clear that it would 
not support either candidate regardless of his religion. 

The Party should issue a statement indicating 
that if it had been able to run candidates, the candidates 
would have been GUS HALL for President and someone such as JAMES 
E-. JACKSON, WILLIAM PATTERSON or himself as Vice-President. 


DAVIS, in this report, made the following 

proposals: 


1. The Party prepare a petition to- the United 
Nations on rights of minority parties in the United 
States, exposing the fact that there is no political 
freedom in the United States, 

2. DAVIS and GUS HALL undertake a tour through- 
out the country > speaking on election issues, 

,3. The Party make efforts to influence in- 
dependent -forces on the mass issues such as peace, 
civil rights, social welfare, etc, 

4. Every effort should be made to keep 
MILDRED MC ADORY (EDELMAN) on the ballot. 

5. The National Executive Committee should 
draft a statement in line, with DAVIS’ approach ana 

the proposals made by Various individuals and circulate 
it throughout the Par-ty as a whole. 

6 ; . The Party should give attention to post 
election developments in order to guarantee that indepen- 
dent action of the masses can be ready to place pressure 
on the first session of Congress,

7 . The Party election platform he published 
as a flyer in ’’The Worker” * pointing out that lack 
of finances and time prevented it from being published 
as a pamphlet. 

During the ensuing discussion* various 
speakers indicated that the National Executive Committee 
statement on the elections had been generally accepted 
in their respective Districts, These speakers* however* 
reported a need for clarification of this statement in various 
respects. Other speakers felt* however* that rather than 
clarification the statement needed elaboration* and 
that it should serve' as a concrete guide for the Party 
throughout the country. 

Concluding the discussion of the election* 

GUS HALL stated there are some weaknesses in the policy 
statement* but it is. basically correct as to the general 
situation the Party faces. The main weakness is in the 
Party itself in its ideological and political facets. 

There are some wrong ideas in the Party about the essence 
of what is Communist electoral policy and its role, 

HALL stated it is not enough for Communists to get 
candidates* votes and to get on the ballot. There are 
bourgeois concepts of the electoral role of the Party. 
Communist electoral policy is to raise the level of political 
understanding of the masses . The second weakness of the 
Party in election work is lack of understanding of 
Communist leadership in depth. An example of 
leadership in depth would be the Party having Comrades work- 
in a third party* as well as in the Democratic Party. 

Party policy must take into consideration the level of the 
masses. That is depth and not surface leadership. 

The Party should launch a campaign to force Senator KENNEDY 
to discuss certain issues in the next debate with Vice- 
President NIXON. 

JACK STACHEL proposed that the Party reaffirm 
the resolution adopted at the last National Executive 
Committee meeting on the elections and that further devel- 
opments of this work be strengthened along the lines 
of the remarks made by GUS HALL. STACHEL also proposed that 
all concrete questions of implementing the election campaign* 
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which run contrary to the main resolution, be reported 
for implementation within the next week, by the Election 
Committee, the Organization Department and the Secretariat. 

New York T-7 reported that STACHEL* s motion was- 
■unanimously adopted < 


CP to Run Two, Candidates in New York 


New York T-17 reported on August 1, 1960^ 
that at an election conference held by the State Board 
of the New York State. CP, on-' July 28, i960, at 
Adelphi Hall, 7^ Fifth' Avenue, New York City, it was 
announced that the CP, national and state, -offers two 
candidates on a Peopleb .Bights Party ticket-. These can- 
didates are ARNOLD JOHNSON, running in the 21st Congressional 
District, and MILDRED MC ADORY EDELMAN, running in the 
13th Assembly District, JOHNSON being a candidate for 
Congress, and EDELMAN a candiate for the State Assembly. 

New York T-7 reported on September 29* I960, that 
•at that day's session of an enlarged meeting of the National 
Executive Committee, CP, USA, held at CP Headquarters, 

New- York City, ARNOLD JOHNSON stated that he and MILDRED 
MC ADORY EDELMAN would have to go to court because their 
petitions to have them placed on the ballot have been 
rejected. JOHNSON described the campaign in New York as 
having been beneficial to the Party in that they had had 
productive street meetings with good audiences and 
throughout the campaign remained a distinct Party. 

BENJAMIN J. DAVIS in Chicago in Connection with Republican 
National Convention - 

New York T-tl8 reported on July 26, i960, that' 
during an informal discussion heLd+at the headquarters of the 
CP of Illinois, it was brought /that BENJAMIN J. DAVIB was then 
in Chicago to get some impression of the Republican 
National Convention and the Convention city, it was 
brought out that DAVIS is the son pf the very famous 
Negro member of the National Committee of the Republican 
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Party from Georgia (now deceased ), whose name carries 
weight with delegates from all over. 

BENJAMIN J. DAVIS later joined this- discussion, 
and said he had come to Chicago primarily to mingle among 
the Convention delegates,, to he on the South Side and 
to contact a lot of Negroes from the South who are at 
the Convention. 


BeNJAMIN j. DAVIS Charges CP Doing Nothing in Election Campaign 

New York T-19 reported on September 1 and 2_* I960, 

BENJAMIN J i DAVIS had complained that the CP was doing 
very little in the election campaign and that it must 
begin to give leadership in the campaign. DAVIS feels that 
if the CP does not start to work and produce some results 
it will be disgraced. He blamed the national office of 
the CP for the lack of effort in the campaign and the New 
York State CP for its failure to arouse more interest in the 
campaign, 

WILLIAM Z j POSTER Authors Article on i960 Elections 

New York T-15 on September 13* i960, reported 
that WILLIAM Z. POSTER had authored 3 n article, dated 
August 19* i960, entitled, "The i960 Elections in Relation 
to American Foreign Policy.-" The following is stated, in 
substance, in this article: 

The national election campaign is being 
waged at a time when cold war tensions are being increased. 

The Republican and Democratic organizations are defenders 
of state monopoly capitalism and both parties support 
the two party system as. against the independent or 
radical political parties. Many of the old political 
differences between the parties, such as the Question c f 
the tariff, have disappeared. 

The struggle between the two major parties is 
enlivened because of the advantage of controlling the 
government and the subsequent patronage. It is indicated 
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that the Democrats will probably win, unless the issue 
of Senator KENNEDY’S Catholicism is strongly emphasized. 

The work of the- CP should be directed at the 
masses*, many of whom are affiliated with the major 
parties* with the emphasis being, placed on the fight for 
peace* The CP cannot endorse the programs of the 
Democratic and Republican parties* and*, besides 
fighting for peace* should fight for Negro rights* 
unemployment and progressive labor legislation. United 
front election committees should be formed in all, 
important districts and industrial centers. The - work 
to build the CP should proceed in connection with the 
election work and* on conclusion of the election work* there 
should be a CP membership drive. The failure to recruit 
during the past few years has worked to the. detriment of 
the CP.

meeting of the CP> USA Secretariat and invited guests was 
hold that date in New York City. IRVING POTASH reported 
at this meeting that the new medical report on HENRY WINSTON 
was very important and could .be. used as a base for a new 
campaign for WINSTON’S release. He stated that the follow^- 
irjg recommendations were made by a government doctor assigned 
t^ examine WINSTON: 

: 1 . He ■ should be afforded daily visits for 

study at a society for the blind'* 

2. He should be afforded opportunities for 
walks around the grounds, 

• 3 . He should be taken out into traffic in 

order to learn how to get around.

POTASH proposed that BEN DAVIS and JAMES JACKSON 
line up a Negro delegation to go to Washington and appear 
before the Parole Board and demand WINSTON'S parole. 

According to NY T-21 * BEN DAVIS then stated 
that he and JACKSON would confer and see what they could do 
in this matter. DAVIS offered the opinion that an "open 
campaign" regarding. WINSTON 1 s release should be initiated.

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On August 8, I960, NY T-l advised that an en- 
larged meeting of the NEC was held that date. NY T-l 
reported that at this meeting IRVING POTASH announced that 
the case of HENRY WINSTON is before the Board of Pardons .and that 
letters are being sent to the President requesting 
executive clemency or a medical parole for WINSTON* POTASH 
urged that this letter-writing campaign be stepped up. 

Defense of Civil Liberties 

i An editorial captioned, "New Dangers To Libertias" 

appeared in "The Worker" dated July 10, i960. Therein 
it was stated that there is mounting evidence of new 
threats against the civil, liberties of the people. Such, 
evidence, it was said, consists of the increased activities 
of the "Un-American Committee;" the decision of the Court 
II* Appeals in Washington which turned down the appeals 
of a number Of those ' facing imprisonment for exercising 
their rights under the First Amendment; the Court of 
Appeals affirming the decision of a lower court barring 
ROBERT THOMPSON from receiving his pension; the decision 
of the Subversive Activities Control Board in Washington 
ordering the American Committee- for Protection of 
Foreign Born to register under the Me Carran.Act; attempts 
By Congress to reverse the Supreme Court decisions which 
compelled the State Department to grant passports, to 
citizens and deny their rights on political grounds. 

The editorial said, however, such activities 
are being attempted in a different climate than that of 
the period when "Me Cart hy ism was dominant," Further, that 
such "reactionaries are going against the stream," that 
they can "not only be checked but turned back in their 
attempts to subvert the Bill- of Rights." 

Peace Issue 

NY T-l advised on August 6, i960, that an 
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enlarged meeting of the NEC was held that date at which 
ARNOLD JOHNSON gave a report on the peace issue. 

j JOHNSON stated, "we" have a peace movement in 

the United States which is- diverse and loosely organized. 
h 4 said it is made up of;< assorted categories of pacifists, 
scientists,, church people and Negro leaders. According 
to JOHNSON, this general peace movement is never expressed 
through a peace organization. He said these various 
categories deal with certain issues coming to the fore, 
such as nuclear tests, the independence of Cuba or the Congo. 

i 

£ JOHNSON said, "We can only deal with one phase 

at a time in the peace movement.'" He said the most 

important peace movement to come forward in recent times is the nation* 
-|tl Committee for a Sane Nuclear Policy (Sane ) . He - * 

described this as a movement having an organization in 
46 states which actually only functions well in l8 states. 

Hei said. Sane, however,, does have an organization- in the 
m^jor centers of the United States. JOHNSON commented 
on the fact that the ratio of Communists to non- communists 
jji Sane is insignificant. lie said that most of the 
l|cal organizations of Sane voted against screening to get 
r$d of communists. He said the National Committee of 
Sane is trying to implement a new policy by sending out 
screening letters but that actually most organizations of 
Sane are not . complying , 

JOHNSON outlined several deficiencies on the 
part of Sane dealing with peace issues and suggested that 
the Party set up an ad hoc committee for effecting a 
broadened campaign on such issues as disarmament and the 
removal of United States military forces from foreign 
bases* He said that they need' forums on disarmament and 
an intensification of the campaign to bring China into the 
United Nations. 

In concluding, JOHNSON said the Party ought to 
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take another look at the National Committee for American- 
Soviet Friendship. He said the Party must not work just 
through one organization but must promote a growing aware- 
ness that some international peace policy is necessary. 

; It is to be noted that on August 6, i960, NY T~a 

advised that it was decided at the foregoing meeting that 
JOHNSON 1 s report was insufficient or inadequate in giving 
a national picture of the peace movement in the United 
States. It was decided that "further discussion must be 
held within the Party to adequately cover the peace issues.

Report and Recommendations o.f IRVING POTASH on Communist 
Party (CP) Activities in Steel Industry 

Analysis of Unemployment in Steel Industry and 
Recommendations of Party ' 

NY T-2'i advised on July 20, i 960 , that IRVING 
POTASH presented a report on the unemployment situation 
.in the steel industry, specifically in the Youngstown,. Ohio 
area, during a meeting of the CP, USA Secretariat, held at 
CP Headquarters, New York City, on that date. 

POTASH said there was ferment in the Youngstown 
area among the steel workers, citing the large unemploy- 
ment and accompanying .insecurity of the workers . He 
said there were attacks on the workers rules . He said 
that in view of the situation,, the Party had possibly 
reached the time when it should organize the unemployed 
in the Youngstown area. 

POTASH referred to the status of the Party in the 
area. He said many Party people in that area were hurt 
during the "McCarthy period". He said, they were now 
inactive, but surmised that they were still loyal to the 
Party. He also expressed the opinion that much of the 
trouble in the Party was due to a lack of leadership in 
the Youngstown area, a lack of a headquarters and a lack 
of literature distribution in the area. 

POTASH said that after considerable study and 
personal contact with individuals and groups fn the area, 
it was felt by those people that the following should be 
effected: 
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1. The organizing of Party clubs in the area 

2 . Party members should become active in groups, 
such as the Americans For Democratic Action, the National 
Association for Advancement of Colored People and other 
organizations of similar purpose, and in local unions 

3. The re-establishment of nationality groups in 
that area . 


In concluding his- remarks, POTASH cited the need 
for an organizer in the Youngstown area, stating that if 
ANTON KHRCHMAREK was unable to fulfill the assignment, 
then someone should be assigned to ■ the area . 

CP Policy Applicable to “Left-Led" Unions 

NY T-27. advised on September 16, i960, that IRVING 
POTASH disclosed the CP’s policy applicable to "left-led" 
unions, during a meeting of the District Trade Union 
Commission, Communist Party of Eastern Pennsylvania and 
Delaware (CPEPD), held in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, on 
September 15, I960. 

POTASH dealt with the subject of "left-led" 
unions, in view of a recent invitation extended to the 
United Electrical, Radio and Machine Workers of America 
by the International Union of Electrical, Radio and Machine 
Workers, American Federation of Labor-Congress of Industrial 
Organizations (AFL-CIO), to amalgamate with it. The 
informant said the membership had desired to merge, as 
the employers were treating the UERMWA badly. POTASH 
said the Party position is to fight to .preserve the UERMWA 
as an independent union, because the party desires the 
"left-led" unions to continue to function. 

POTASH said there should be coordination between 
the CP national office' in New York and the UERMWA, both 
in Philadelphia and elsewhere.

POTASH talked on the possibility of forming a 
farmer-labor party, stating the time was ripe to work 
toward that end, as labor was dissatisfied with both 
political parties and had agreed to back the Democratic, 
only as the lesser of t wo evils . 

In elaborating on the Party* s program insofar 
as applicable to the forthcoming election, POTASH said 
it would create independent political action groups among 
trade unionists;, Negro workers and farmers . He said 
progress was being made in this connection in the states 
of New York and Minnesota, and in Chicago . POTASH admitted 
that it was not possible to organize a farmer-labor party 
at the present time, but said work should commence immediately 
to organize, for the next election. 

Statement by CP, USA Secretariat in Conjunction with Labor Day 

On September 4, i960, ’’The Worker"', page 
column 1, contains an article entitled "A Day for Labor 
to Advance to Leadership". The sub-heading states that 
the article contains a statement, issued by the Secretariat 
of the CP, USA, relative to Labor Day. 

The first paragraph opens with a statement that 
Labor Day is the day on which the organized working men 
and women of the United States display their strength and 
solidarity. It adds that Labor Day is a day for sober 
stock-taking, for mobilizing the united power of labor, 
for the battles which lie ahead. 

The statement of the Secretariat continues, "Labor 
Day, 1960,comes at a time when the question of war or 
peace is Uppermost in the minds of the American Workers. 

It comes at a time when labor has suffered a serious setback 
at the hands of reaction, in. the form of the anti-labor 
Landrum-Griffin Act, with new blows planned for the next 
Congress. It comes at a time when the curse of unemploy- 
ment is becoming more and more widespread, and when 
economic insecurity is on the rise". 
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The statement poses the question as to what labor 
needs in the coming year. It proceeds to enumerate them 
as follows: peace program >and civil rights. 

Under the topic of peace, the Secretariat states 
that labor needs, "a program to guarantee world peace- 
a, program to end the cold war, to settle differences 
through negotiations in good faith, to. carry out disarmament 
and establish a peacetime economy with lower taxes and 
greater social welfare expenditures. 

"It needs a program of greatly expanded social 
security — a program providing, a much higher minimum wage, 
greatly improved unemployment compensation, decent .medical 
care for the aged and for ail working people". 

In continuing to state the needs of labor, the 
Secretariat's statement urged a 30 hour work week with 
no cut in pay, to offset the displacement of workers 
by automation, and to combat the growing menace of unemploy- 
ment. 


It continues by citing the need of labor to be 
freed of the shackles of the Landrum-Griffin Law, the 
Taf t-Hartley Law, the "right to work" laws and all other 
anti-labor legislation. 

Under the section of the article devoted to civil 
rights, action is urged to insure effective civil rights 
legislation to guarantee to Negro Americans the full 
exercise of democratic rights which are supposed to 
be assured to all Americans. 

The statement cites: the need to end the "McCarthyite 
erosion of democratic rights-~repeai of the police state 
SMITH and MC CARRAN Laws, .abolition of the House Un-American 
Activities Committee and the outlawing of witch-hunts".. 
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Consideration is devoted to the November, i960 
elections. It states: "Much depends on the outcome of 

the November elections, concerning the peace of the world, 
the welfare of America’s working people, the advancement- 
of civil rights and of the democratic rights of labor 
unions. It is an election of utmost importance to every 
American worker. 

"In it, labor is called upon to repudiate those 
responsible- for the reckless spy plahe provocations and 
the scuttling of the Summit. It must reject those who 
play with the threat of nuclear annihilation and strive 
to step up the cold war — those for whom NIXON speaks. 

It must reject the party of the Cadillac Cabinet, of 
callous indifference to the economic and social needs 
of the people, of enmity to organized labor. 

"Further, in the interests of world peace and 
friendship, as well as in its' own immediate interests, 
American labor is called on to Join hands with its brothers 
in Cuba, the Congo and other countries who are todpy 
fighting to gain their freedom from oppression at the 
hands of imperialism, abo\e all, of U.S. imperialism" . 

In concluding its recommendations, the statement 
of the Secretariat informs labor that it is time for 
unions to recognize that "We" live in a new world, a 
world in which socialism is the order of the day. 

Publication of Pamphlet, Setting Forth 
Party 1 s Recommendations for Labor . 


On JUly 7> I960, NY T-l furnished a pamphlet 
captioned, "Shall Labor Speak for Peace or War?, An 
Open Letter to All Trade Unionists". It is stated in the 
pamphlet that it was issued by the National Committee, 

CP, USA, 23 West 26th Street, New York City.

A review of the pamphlet revealed that it dealt 
with the Party's recommendations to labor to be utilized 
in bargaining for its demands. The recommendations urged: 

1. An end to the cold war 

2. An end to all nuclear tests immediately 

3. Disarmament with adequate inspection and 
control and a peaceful economy with jobs for all 

4. No nuclear weapons to Germany and a peaceful 
settlement of the Berlin question at the Summit 

5. Sending of trade union delegations to the 
socialist countries. 

Trade Union Commission Meetings 

NY T-28 advised on August 26, I960, that a 
meeting of the Trade Union Commission, CP, USA, was held 
on that date at CP Headquarters. Among those who were in 
attendance were: IRVING POTASH, GEORGE MORRIS, LOUIS 

VJE INSTOCK and MILT ROSEN. 

The informant said IRVING POTASH referred to the 
trade union movement in Cuba, suggesting that the CP, USA 
encourage "the people" in Cuba to issue information in 
tie English language, a bulletin of sorts;. a bulletin of 
the trade union movement in Cuba, in which they deal with 
the problems, information, the functioning of the unions 
that could be circulated in the United States. 

In addition to the question of Cuba, POTASH 
dealt with the report of JOSEPH CURRAN, of the National 
Maritime Union, which concerned a recent trip to the 
Soviet Union by CURRAN and others. He said that for the 
most part the report of CURRAN was positive even though 
it contained negative statements. He said the trip by 
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the delegation could have a tremendous influence and open 
the door for a breakthrough on general and special foreign 
policy in the trade union movement, that it opened the door 
for greater participation of the trade union movement in 
the fight for peace. In conclusion POTASH said the report 
of CURRAN lends itself to creation of a more friendly 
attitude toward the trade union movement of th£ Soviet 
Union . 


On September 1 6 , I960, NY T-7 advised that a 
meeting of the CP, USA Trade Union Commission was held 
on that date at. CP Headquarters, New York City. Among 
those who attended were: GUS HALL, IRVING POTASH, GEORGE 

MORRIS, JACK STACHEL and WILLIAM WEINSTONE . 

The informant ,said IRVING POTASH dealt with the 
United Electrical^ Radio and Machine Workers Union, stating 
that in that union there exists a layer of very effective 
people who have a great deal of influence with the rank, 
and file. He said they hold certain, posts, but not full 
time posts, such as stewards, heads of the educational 
committees and positions as grievance chairmen. He said 
those people should.be utilized by the Party. 

POTASH said in the steel industry there also 
exists a group of people who are not in the top leadership, 
but who can exe.rt a lot of influence,, both at the worker 
level and at the leadership level. 

Steel Commission Meeting 

On September 30, I960, NY T-7 advised that a 
meeting of the Steel Commission, 'CP, USA, was held on 
that date at CP' Headquarters . The informant said among 
those in attendance were GEORGE MORRIS, GEORGE MEYERS, 
IRVING POTASH, CARL WINTER, JACK STACHEL, "MICKIE" 

LIMA, BEN DAVIS, Jr., ANTON KRCHMAREK . 
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The informant said GEORGE MORRIS opened the meet- 
ing and gave a brief report on the United Steel Workers Conven 
tion which topic place in Atlantic City, New Jersey, in 
September., i960. MORRIS reviewed the incident when 
DONALD RARICK, the leader of an opposition group in the 
union was beaten outside the convention hall. MORRIS 
said the people who comprise the RARICK group are honest, 
but have little political kaowledge. 

MORRIS said two years ago he' described the 
RARICK group as honest but politically naive . He said 
he felt at that time that the Party should have found a 
method by which it could have worked with the group and 
further, that he was of the opinion that one of the Party’s 
greatest failures lies in not having done so. 

MORRIS related that many interests comprise the 
RARICK group and urged the Party to find - ways and methods 
by which, it could give guidance to the movement . 

The informant said MORRIS was followed by 
IRVING POTASH, who urged the Party to bring about a wide- 
spread rank and file movement of protest against the 
violence that took place at the United Steel Workers 
Convention. He was of the opinion that by furthering 
such a move, the Party could break through the union 
bureaucracy on a national scale. 

POTASH said that because the RARICK movement 
could be influenced, it could be the instrument- to open 
a new chapter in the labor movement. He said the Party 
should emphasize that the best protection for a union- is 
an aroused membership . He said the Party should also 
seize upon President MC DONALD’S advocacy of the 32 hour 
work week. 

The informant said POTASH adjourned the meeting 
by instructing the Ohio District of the CP. to prepare an 
article for "The Worker" on the.qteel question.

NY T-2, during the period of June 21.-26, i 960 , 
furnished the following information concerning the attempts of 
the Communist Party (CP) to influence the National Convention 
of the NAACP held at St. Paul, Minnesota,' from June 21 through 
June 26 , i 960 : 

CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT was in St. Paul, Minnesota, to 
coordinate and to direct CP strategy in an attempt to influence 
the NAACP convention. He mentioned that one of his "key men" 
would be OLIVER MARTIN, a CP member from New York. LIGHTFOOT 's 
early instructions to CP members, active at the convention, . 
were to push housing for Negroes by recommending the establish- 
ment of a National Housing Committee and a definite legislative 
program. The CP also urged participation in discussions 
involving youth participation in segregation protests and 
preparing youth for NAACP leadership. 

LIGHTFOOT tried to register as an official observer 
at the convention but was not accepted by the Registration 
Committee. At the opening sessions of the convention, LIGHTFOOT 
introduced himself to various NAACP officials and attempted 
to develop friendly contacts with some of them, but the mention 
of his name caused considerable consternation among NAACP 
leaders and convention delegates . 
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• When the Chicago delegation to the convention 

^oticed LIGHTFOOT' s name scratched out on the observer sheets* 
they became concerned over his presence. Therefore* TED. 
BASSETT became the liaison man for LIGHTFOOT during the 
convention. 


During the night of June 21* i960* a meeting of ■ 
Chicago CP members attending the- convention was held in the 

= yan SS 1361 * St * Minnesota. At this meeting* LIGHTFOOT 

gave the CP tactics for .the coming sessions of the convention 
<pid called for support of a. resolution seeking to bring about 
<?qual rights for Negroes. LIGHTFOOT indicated that the 
instructions concerning activities on behalf of a resolution 
on housing were being revised and a resolution on youth 
activities was to be pushed. A member of the CP faction at the 
convention* who was a. delegate* was to push for two resolutions* 
pne on jobs and one on South Africa.

■ June 22* i960* LIGHTFOOT stated he was concerned 

and discouraged over the lack of progress made by the party in 
trying to influence convention activities and indicated that* 

^ime* thsQ.r activities had failed. He said that Party- 
^ a - a attempts to introduce a resolution on housing 
matters had failed and was being abandoned. He urged CP members 
t^o attend the convention workshops. 


■ During the evening of- June 22* i960. OLIVER MARTIN 

pailed a meeting in his room at the St. Paul Hotel* which' meeting

Another meeting of this group was scheduled for the 
night of June 23* i960. 

At the close- of the business sessions of the 
convention on June 23* i960. It was stated that attempts to 
introduce the civil rights resolution had failed, to date. 

It was felt that CP members, active at the convention, had 
not been ;ac'tive« in pushing their causes and, 4- *. during the 
workshop sessions on that date,, no CP members were known to 
be active in any way. 

At noon on June 24, i960, CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT announced 
a meeting to be held on Saturday night, June 25* i960., to 
evaluate the CP's work at the convention. He-was concerned 
about what had happened to the civil rights resolution and 
learned it, apparently, had failed to be presented to the 
Resolutions- Committee. 

On Saturday, June 25* I960, the convention was 
devoted to a Plenary Session on Legislative Matters and, during 
this session, the CP was not active to any -degree from the 
convention floor and had no influence on convention affairs. 
Following the. general legislative session* on June 25, i960, 

TED BASSETT, -CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT' and their group held a brief 
conference- at the convention hall and both BASSETT and LIGHTFOOT 
indicated that the Plenary Session had been a failure as far 
as the CP was concerned.

He generally agreed that 
the Party .had not been too influential at the convention in 
view of its weak representation among the convention delegates- 
and because the NA'ACP had developed a full and ambitious 
program of its own. 

As a result of this discussion, LIGHTFOOT proposed 
that the Party should establish a National Committee on NAACP 
affairs. LIGHTFOOT said he would present this proposal to 
the National Committee in New York City and that if this committee 
is approved* it should meet in New York City in January, 1961, 

to formulate a policy.

NY T-6 advised on July 12 , i960, that a meeting of' 
the State Committee of the CP of Illinois was held in Chicago, 
Illinois, on July 8, i960, at which CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT gave his 

estimation of the National Convention of the NAACP held in St. 

Paul, Minnesota. An evaluation of the Negro -movement in -America 
In general had been planned as the main point on the agenda 
but LIGHTFOOT 1 s talk replaced’ it. 

; LIGHTFOOT opened his remarks by stating he did not 

agree with the negative estimate of the NAACP convention put 
forward by some people, including Party people. LIGHTFOOT* 
in preparing the background- for his report, reviewed the 
problems faced by world imperialism emphasizing in particular, 
what he termed the two main areas . of American- imperialism, 

Cuba and Africa. He said that during 1960/16 different 
independent African nations would emerge and that this development 
would spur the Negro people in America to work harder for their 
own freedom. He said the -Negro liberation movement in this 
country is looking' more, toward Africa and studying the moods 
developing.. On the American scene, the principal forces making 
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the main push for Negro freedom are the Negro American Labor 
Council (NALC) and- the Negro student sit-in movement in the 
South, both of whom had a strong influence on the NAACP 
convention. "• 


LIGHTFOOT mentioned that the NAACP convention had 
been subject to many criticisms of its programs and policies 
-before it was held. He said that in evaluating the convention 
he would be guided by an article written by BEN DAVIS prior 
to the convention in which DAVIS said the convention -needed 
to establish the principle of mass activity and should begin, 
to mobilize its membership to participate in the sit-ins, 
picket lines and other struggles. DAVIS, according to LIGHTFOOT, 
said the convention should pay attention to the criticism of 
Negro leaders, organizations and southern students and make 
changes in’ the NAACP program. 

LIGHTFOOT next dealt with what he considered to be 
the positive features of the convention -and said' that he -believes 
there is a strong trend within the NAACP to recognize that mass 
action must be a part of the program and that the convention 
reflected some pew militant moods- among the Negro^ people. 

LIGHTFOOT also said there were some negative features 
to the convention which included the fact that no serious 
review of past problems of the organization was made and there 
was no examination of what happened to the mass action program 
of- the NAACP since 1950. He said the Martin Luther King movement 
developed as a result of the .NAACP failing to play a- more 
militant role but that the NAACP is presenting itself as the sole 
guiding force for Negro freedom. All of this presents a dilemma 
for the party. This is because a Negro movement is coming into 
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being composed, of a new and younger militant corps of Negro 
people who do not know of the past role of the Party in the 
Negro, liberation, movement and who don't particularly care. 

In fact, many of them are directly under the influence of 
anti-Communist elements. LIGHTFOOT said that since- the 
party does not and cannot play a public role in the NAACP, 
the question of overcoming isolation -within the movement 
and winning influence in the name of the party presents a 
large dilemma.. There are no ready solutions to this problem. 

LIGHTFOOT continued as follows: A major problem 

is to find how the Farty can play a role within organizations 
and help stimulate the Negro liberation movement. At the Same 
time, there must be efforts to make, the Party's ideology a 
part, of the thinking of the people in the mass movement. There 
must be future party discussions on this question. 

The NAACP convention illustrates again that the 
party must strengthen its forces within the organization. 

There were less than one-half dozen party members attending 
the convention.. Thfe. diows that the party has neglected this 
work for years and must find a way. to increase its strength 
within- the NAACP-. 

NY T-6 advised that, following LIGHTFOOT' s report, 
a discussion period took place. LIGHTFOOT concluded this 
discussion stating • that, in his opinion, the key question in 
the local Chicago branch of the NAACP is the youth question and 
that the party should concentrate, its activities on helping 
to develop youth activities within the NAACP. He said that 
the impact of youth on the convention shows that, if the Party 
can find a way to influence young people who , are active - in the 
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NAACP, the most effective mass, work for the party can be 
performed. LIGHTFOOT said he had no specific, proposals .or 
motions to make and recommended that the Board and the Staff 
find .ways of getting the information to the whole party., 

organize discussions in which party members can get the- 
benefit of a whole evaluation of the NAACP convention and 
establish a relationship between this evaluation and an evaluation 
of the NALC convention. ; 

"The Worker" of July 3 , I960, on page 1, contains 
an article by T. R* BASSETT, "Youths Pace NAACP Parley", which 
states that the 51st annual convention of the NAACP on June 21- 
26, I960, took place under the impact of the Negro, people *.s 
upsurge . This article commented on student leaders of the 
sit-ins in the South who attended the convention. The article 
also commented on the opening and closing speeches of Dr. ROBERT 
C. WEAVER, National Board Chairman, and ROY WILKINS, the Executive 
Secretary. The article reflects that both speakers praised the 
action of youth who are demanding their pig'W4s ncyw * ; 

On July 13, I960, NY T-7 advised that a meeting of the 
CP, USA National Secretariat was held in CP Headquarters, New 
York City, on that date. At the meeting, chaired by GUS HALL, 
CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT gave a .report on the NAACP convention. He 
noted the convention took place against the background of the 
gaining of independence by 16 African states. Pie said this, 
was having a great effect on American Negroes and was becoming 
an important point in American foreign policy. He contrasted 
this with the present, situation in the United States and. said 
the struggle for Negro' rights is hot progressing. . 
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LIGHTF00T commented that no substantial headway 
was made in terms of integrating young people on a policy 
level and that the young people had influenced the NAACP 
convention more than any other group, LIQHTFOOT said the 
primary thing was that the NAACP leadership* in the papt 
decade* has had no conception of what is required to win 
freedom in the United States. He added that the main problem 
is that "we" have very few Communist-led movements in the' 
organization. 

Following LIGHTFOOT's report* a discussion ensued 
during which BEN iDAVIS ' stated he felt the Party must support 
any and all organizations that further the Negro people s 
movement and that the NAACP is an essential organization to 
express the. aim of the Negro people. He listed the NAACP* 
the Negro people's movement in the South* and the NALC as 
decisive organizations in the Negro people 1 s movement.. He 
continued that the ‘actions of these organizations* 

in terms of policy and mass struggle* will tell how the Negro 
will act and vote.. He believed that. It is to the party s- 
advantage to build the southern movement and the NALC in order 
that the NAACP will not continue to dominate the. thinking of 
the Negro. DAVIS said the party must point out that red- _ 
ba.iting is the one remaining way in which the ruling class m 
this country maintains its ties with the Negro people's 
movement . 


JAMES JACKSON* in his comments* felt the party should 
conduct an ideological struggle to defend the left and the pro.- 
Communist left in these organizations .

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! LIGHTF00T agreed, with the comments of DAVIS and said 

the party should explore the possibility of building a- cadre 
among these organizations. He pointed out that, while the 
younger generation may lack knowledge of the party, youth does 
Nave an interest in the Party. He said the NAACP has 357 .> 000 
members with 45 operative.-" branches and the Party must move 
to increase its cadre within it. 

, With regard to the Negro people's movement, LIGHTFOOT 

pommented that the party's role must be to become a factor 
In advancing a program.. He made the following proposals:

National CP functionaries was held at CP Headquarters, New York 
City, on that date, which was chaired by GUS HALL. JAMES JACKSON.

held in Detroit, Michigan. He mentioned the three tasks which 
iyere set- forth for the party at the convention by the National 
Secretariat.

JACKSON said that the CP established, a Steering 
Committee at the convention and that this committee agreed to 
fight for striking out the sections of the Constitution which 
excluded Communists. He said the first such section was defeated 
But was referred back to the Constitution Committee for rewording 
and the New York delegation, unknown to the Steering Committee, 
agreed to. a simple word change in this section, changing the 
meaning of the first sentence. JACKSON' said the New York delegation 
came to the convention confused as to the role of the Steering 
Committee and that he believes the position of the Steering 
Committee was correct. 

BEN DAVIS- next suggested the following proposals as 
a. means of giving concreteness and direction to the discussion: 

1. The NALC wasan historic achievement in behalf of 
an end to discrimination in industry. 

2. The. main emphasis of left and progressive forces 
should be to build the NALC. 
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3. One of the primary weaknesses was a failure 
to adequately develop a program of action.

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CP Leadership Schools 

NY T-9 advised on July 18, i960., that a Midwest 
Regional CP Leadership School was held, in Covert, Michigan, 
during the period July 9-17 j> I960. On July 14, i960, HYMAN 
LUMER was the instructor on the subject of "Negro Question 
and Nationalism".. LUMER' s statements included the following: 

With the development of nations there comes the 
oppression of people which oppression grows with capitalism. 
National oppression is the heart Of monopoly capitalism and^ 
with this growth comes the movements of freedom and liberation 
which has a tendency to unite the working class of all 'nations. 
Concerning the fight for self-determination, there are_ minorities 
within certain nations and the party has favored them but now 
has abandoned the idea of self-determination. The only way • 
capitalism can bring people together is by oppression. The 
Muslims, tired of the procedures and failures of the Negro 
freedom issues, organized their own nationalist group. The 
party opposes, this black supremacy as strongly as it does 
white supremacy. 

The Negro forms a great majority of the proletariat 
in proportion to other nationality groups . The Negro people are 
an oppressed nationality, group in the. United States. The 
Negro question is bne major question of the nation and the 
merging of unity of the Negro people and labor can play a key 
role in all movements for democratic rights in America. 

NY T-9 stated that the reading . assignments given were: 
The report by BEN DAVIS on the upsurge in the South which was 
presented at the meeting of the CP, USA National Committee in 
Chicago, in March, i960, and the party's resolution on the Negro 
question. 
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Among the questions asked on the subject matter were: 
"What Is bourgeois nationalism? Why must we oppose it?" and 
"What measures must be successful to complete the bourgeoisie 
democratic revolution in the South"? 

The answers given to these questions Were: 

The national, bourgeois considers, racial distinction 
as the main distinction., not a class basis. It is the duty 
and main responsibility of Negro Communists to fight against 
black chauvinism and it is the responsibility of white- 
•Communists to fight against white chauvinism. 

The feudal relationship between the Negro people 
and the bourgeois landlords must be disposed of. An alliance 
must be developed between the Negro and labor people and all. 
other democratic force's :t - ” i ' n or ^ er bo come to grips with and defeat 

the reactionary D.ixiecrat- Republican coalition, which is the j 

immediate enemy and acts as the agent of the monopolist , who 
is the main enemy. This can also be accomplished by insuring 
political representation for the Negro, as well as fighting 
for Negro education, housing, jobs, et cetera. 

NY T-lO advised on September 13 , I960,- that one of 
-the sessions of a CP Leadership Training School being held in 
New York City, was held on September 5, I960, at which JIM 
ALLEN was the instructor on the topic of, "The Struggle For 
Negro Rights". ALLEN pointed out the following: The Negro 

question was considered first a class question by socialists 
prior to World- War I and the idea developed that the Negro was to .o 
be a national group and treated, as such. rp he fight for 

socialism will- hot advance until Negroes and labor advance. 
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The international aspects <>f the Negro question are indicated 
by the fight for independence by the colonial people in Africa ,. 
South America and Asia. 

NY T-IO advised that the following questions were 
assigned based upon, the lecture given: 

1. What is meant :by characterizing, the Negro., 
question in the United States as a national question? Discuss 
its significance in respect to A.) Fight for democracy 

and peace In the United States , and B.) Fight for national 
liberation from imperialism on a large scale 4 

2. What is meant by completing bourgeoisie democratic 
revolution in the South? Is this possible under capitalism? 

3. How is Negro-labor unity related to the strategic 
aims of the struggle against monopoly capitalism in the 
present period and to t'he goal of socialism? 

4. now does white chauvinism express itself in the 
labor movement? In the Party? Give examples. and. 
experiences in discussing ways and means of fighting it. 

5. What are the chief tasks of Communists in relation 
to Negro struggles? 

NY T-10 advised that JAMES JACKSON also lectured 
on that date end in his remarks mentioned the following; The 
NAACP and its tendency to become more progressive because o% 
the. rise of the NALC and mass activity by American youth. The 
combating of anti -Communist remarks and clauses in constitutions 
of organizations. The task of substantial CP affiliation ana 
participation in e: Negro organizations such as ohe National 
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Association of Negro Women and the National Baptist Convention. 
The Party should play a role in the cultural movement in ^ Negro 
life today. Although the party is for mass action, passive 
resistance will be acceptable if tactically and feasibly 
correct . 


NY T-10 advised on September 13.. I960, that at the 
9th day of sessions of a CP Leadership Training School held 
in New York City, on September 6 , i 960 , at 2061 Lexington 
Avenue, there were reports and discussions on the topic, 

"The Struggle For Negro Rights".- These reports and discussions 
pointed out the reasons the .party calls the Negro question a 
national question, why this struggle is the greatest * . 
task of the party and x\rhy international aspects of ^ this 
question are so important today in the fight for socialism. 

JIM ALLEN, the instructor, gave reasons why an 
anti-monopoly coalition was important in the fight. Cuba was 
pointed to as evidence of the possibility of a bourgeois 
revolution. 


'JIM AEEpIN continued by stating that the party is 
the unifying force of the working class and in its vanguard 
role as a leader and transformer of party ideals, it must 
unite the Negro people, Negroes and labor and Negroes with 
whites. 
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Comments of CP -Officials 

NY T~7 advised during the period September 28- 30* 
i960., that, on those dates, a meeting of the National Executive 
Committee, CP, USA was held at CP Headquarters, '23 West 26th 
Street, New York City. A report was given on September 28, i960, 
by .JACK ■ STACHEL on the UN and the peace question. 

Following this repbrt, BEN DAVIS, in his comments, 
stated that, as a result of such occurrences as CASTRO'S 
coming to Harlem and KHRUSHCHEV'S visiting him there, another 
upsurge has occurred. This provided ' a new situation in Harlem 
which could affect the Negro movement all oyer ti.e country, if 
properly exploited. It exposed the United States Government's 
policy regarding segregation and human rights. 
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JAMES JACKSON also spoke and stated that CASTRO's 
staying in Harlem helped to cement relations between the 
Spanish speaking community and the Negroes. Crowds turned 
out in Harlem and this presented an opportunity for the Party 
to distribute Earty literature, such as "The Worker" and 
leaflets . There was not the proper response in a field, which 
was rich in opportunity. The Harlem Party did not respond 
and did not turn out the Harlem membership. "We" failed to 
mobilize the broader strata of the population and "our" ability 
to deploy "our" forces remains weak. 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY stated that, in spite of ready- 
made crowds brought out -by CASTRO and KHRUSHCHEV in Harlem, 
party activity was restricted to activities such as the 
distribution of political leaflets and "The Worker". The 
failure of Negro comrades, other than some Party leaders-, to 
help in distributing leaflets and "The Worker" and the failure 
of Negro comrades to influence other mass organizations, 
emphasizes the crisis in the party's Negro, Puerto Rican and 
Cuban work. ■ 

•Miscellaneous 


NY T-l advised on August 8, i960, that the 3rd 
day of an enlarged meeting of the National Executive Committee, 
CP, USA, was held in ; the National Headquarters of the CP, USA, 

New York City, bn that date. 

CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT gave a report, on the Ghana Conference 
of Negro Women stating that 26 women from the United States 
attended this conference and that nine countries were represented 
including the United States, Ghana, the United Arab Republic, 
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Israel, Tunisia, Algeria, the Congo and the West In ^ es * J 
said the United States State Department suffered a big defeat 
at this conference. He commented that the State Department 
appointed a person as head of the United States delegation but 
that the women of the delegation elected instead as their head, 
SHIRLEY GRAHAM DU BOIS. LIGHTFOOT stated that the State 
Department became a minority of 4 in the entire conference. 

During the' conference,, a resolution was presented condemning 
the oppression of colored people in several countries including = 
a condemnation of the United States for. discriminating a g a J?f J , 
Negro women.

NOW., in this session of Congress a really effective Civil Rights:

NY T-12 made available on July 18, i960, a news 
release, dated July 15,. i960, stating that the National' Secretariat 
CP, USA, sent a telegram oh July 1-5* i960, to United States \ 
Attorney General, WILLIAM P. ROGERS, which was signed by JAMES ? 
JACKSON, CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT and BENJAMIN J. DAVIS. This telegram 
demanded that the office of the Attorney General prosecute 
officials in Fayette and Haywood counties in Tennessee for 
their attempt to harm Negro communities, which seek to register to 
vote ' ’'The telegram called for the office of the Attorney^ ? 
General to uphold the right of these Negro communities to life, ; 
liberty and the pursuit of their livelihoods.

Youth Work 


On July 24, i960, NY T-30 advised that the 
National Office of the CP, USA, in New York, had 
distributed to all districts, a memorandum from the 
Organization and Youth Departments, captioned "Youth- 
Work-Crucial Work for the Whole Party. 1 ’ This 
memorandum commented on the status; 1 of Youth work, 
mentioning the extremely high age bf the Party and the 
absence of a padre in their late 20’ s and 30‘ s as a 
result of Youth inactivity in the Party in the period 
of 1955-1957 • The total number of Party Youth is extremely 
small at this time and a big change is needed in Youth ' 
Work that will produce lasting results. 
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It is suggested by this memorandum that 
concentration by the whole Party be made on Youth 
work by, among other things, designating September, 
i960, as Youth. Month, the purpose being to force 
the attention of the whoLe Party in a lasting way on this, 
area of crucial work. In addition, it is suggested 
that they should be constantly aware of the ‘importance 
of work in the organization and planning of activities 
and concrete forms of support. It was noted in this 
respect that the Party should concentrate on the Negro 
people, Puerto Ricans and Youth of the Working class; 
that National issues of the Party must include those of 
concern to the Youth; that new contact with Youth 
groups should be made by all Party members; that 
priority should be given to Youth Cadre. training.; 
that consideration be given to organizing study groups and 
the need for financial support of Youth activities. 

The memorandum in addition sets -forth the 
following concerning Youth work: 


1. Th'te Secretariat favors the continued 
building of Youth Clubs as a means of rapidly increasing 
the number of Party Youth and improvdngthe quality of 
Youth Work. 


2. ferty youth in aresP where a youth league 
type organization exists should contribute only a nominal 
amount of money they raise to the Party. 
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3. Progressive written materials aimed 
at Youth deserve the utmost support of Party Youth 
and adults . 

4. Party Youth should spend their time and_ 
effort on those issues and activities of Youth that will 
rapidly increase the democratic youth movement , the left 
Youth and the Party among Youth. 

5. Because Youth Work is so important , and only 
beginning,, Youth should not be pulled out of this work to fill 
the many gaps in Party Cadre for general work. 

6. Ways must be found so that Youth participation 
will produce results not only for joint Party work* but 
lasting .results for Youth work itself. 

On September 28, I960, NY T-7 advised that, . 

DANNY RUBIN presented a report on Youth, at the first 
days session of a three dqs?s meeting of the Enlarged NEC 
CP, USA hfeld, at CP Headquarters, 23 West 26th Street, 

New York City, on that date. This report concerned the 
composition of youth today, mass developments and struggles 
and the status and perspective In the Party as well as leiz 
organizations among the Youth., 

Regarding the composition of Youth, RUBIN, 
gave a breakdown of the number of Youth in the United 
States, the number in high school and colleges, the 
number of employed as well as unemployed, and projected 
the’ increased percentages of Youth by 1970* With refereree 
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to mass developments and struggles, BURIN listed some 
of these as follows : the field .of. Negro rights., 

such as sit- ins j support of the/sxr-xn r movement j and 
promotion in the North of local civil rights actions 
such as has been done in Chicago, New York and 
Philadelphia

nuBIN named several principal problems 
facing the CP in conducting its Youth work* such as: 


1. An insufficient number of theoretically 
trained youth in the districts., 

2. The problem of job security faced by 
Communist Youth once they graduate from school and are 
confronted with providing for their families:. RUBIN 
singled this out as a factor marking the turning point 
in the political lives of many Party Youth. He said 
that as a result of economic pressure, many youth 
completely abandon all political activity. 
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3. The continuing presence of factionalism 
in the CP among both Youth and adults has discouraged 
many youth from continuing their political activities. 


4. The CP’s failure to appreciate and deal 
with Youth as a special question, apart from other 
questions. 

RUBIN then proposed the following as a general 
program to resolve Youth problems: , 


1. Proper ideological education must be 
instituted’. to show correct methods of conducting inter- 
Party struggle, such as how to treat criticism and self- 
criticism correctly ; how to see the aims- of both; how 
to recognize factionalism and the .dangers it poses; correct 
interpretation of the CP general/irFdefining the Youth 
question . 


2. Youth clubs free of factionalism must 
be established where the Party youth can learn to 
work together harmoniously, adding that the very life 
the CP depends on them. 


York. 


3. Establish a CP Youth Commission in New 
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4. Sponsor a meeting of all CP youth 
in New York to be addressed by GUS HALL on CP standards 
of behavior and focusing of the specific manifestation 
of factional activity. 


5. Charge the "Control Committee" now in 
existence in the CP or else a newly formed committee 
with the responsobility to investigate and take action 
against youth who are responsit&ilyfor the factionalism 
in the youth movement. 


6. Establish a Youth Cadre Training Program 
in each CP district. 


7. Continuing and specific attention should 
be given to the Youth question at all CP Club meetings . 


Youth Organization ■ 


On August 26, I960, NY T-l6 made available a 
memorandum dated August 24, i960, from the Youth 
Department,, captioned "Objective Role and Character 
Of Youth. Organization We Support . This statement 
was approved by the Secretariat. In accordance with the 
decision of the August NEC meeting, it was submitted to 
all NEC members for their consideration. 
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This memorandum disclosed that the role of 
the Youth organization approved by the Secretariat 
was to win Youth to support scientific socialist 
views and in so doing increase the number of youth- 
with advancedunderstanding who can contribute to the 
further development of the mass democratic movement. 
This organization will also develop future leaders 
for the working class, movement and its organizations-. 

The characteristics of this organization 
are outlined as follows: 


1. It should educate youth in the- spirit 
of scientific socialism through study, discussion 
and acting as an organization of youth’s needs. 


2«. It should be a fighting, inspiring 
type of organization that has its own identity based on 
being different in quality, not just in quantity from 
all other youth organizations. ’ 


3. Its inspirational principles taught its 
members should include: 

a. Patriotism based on love of our country’s 
democratic and working class traditions and struggles. 
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b. Service in the cause of building a 
better life for the people. 

c. High working class moral standards* 

d. vhThe need for ~ 

Peaceful coexistence and international 
youth friendship;. 

Support of working class demands and 
the building of strong ties between labor and youth; 

Fall equality for the Negro people 
and other minority peoples and Negro-white youth 
. unity; 


Defense *:and advancement of our democratic , 
labor and socialist traditions' so that youth may struggle 
for their needs and search for more basic answers; 

Youth alliance with all forces opposed to 

monopoly; 

Y:outh unity for the needs of youth. 


4. It should be organizationally independent 
so that vouth may learn from their own experience and 
because ’’each generation comes to socialism in its own 
way." 
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5. That style of work* organizational structure, 
etc should be found that' will permit youth of varying 
idedLogical and political viewpoints really tQ feel at home 
in the organization. 


6. It should be. open in. membership to youth 
who agree with any single aspect of its program of activities 
whether that be its social, cultural or athletic activities, 
its program to meet youth's immediate needs or its educational 
program.. Of course, this dOes-'not mean the organization, 
should open its doors to those who it is known join to 
destroy it. 


7. We support a federated type of organization 
and not a democratic centralist type. 


8 . It should be youthful in everything it does . 
It should place major stress, on education and have an 
extensive social, cultural and athletic life. 


On September 20, i960, NY T-10 made available 
information which reflected that consideration, was being 
given by DANNY RUBIN to the holding of a conference, in 
Chicago, Illinois, December, i960. The purpose' of this 
conference will be :.‘to form an Organizing Committee for a 
new socialist-oriented youth organization. 

On September 28, i960, NY T-7 advised that in his 
report to the National Executive Committee that date, RUBIN 
stated that a new National Organization Committee would help 
in the building of a youth organization. RUBIN stated that 
the question'has come up as to how the youth organization 
should describe itself, noting that in New York, both Party 
and non-Party youth preferred the "For socialism approach.

NY T-7 advised that RUBIN then offered the 
following resolutions to be voted on by the NEC: 

"We favor a youth organization that expresses 
its support for socialism, but at the same time, by 
every means possible, makes youth not committed to 
socialism, feel at home as participants and/or members. 

In conclusion,. RUBIN requested that a vote 
be taken regarding the postponing of the National Youth 
Conference until mid- March or April , 1961 . 

NY T-7 advised that at the National Executive 
Committee meeting held on September 29* I960, a motion 
was made calling, for the Youth Conference to be. held at 
the earliest possible date, probably in December, to 
establish an Organizing Committee whose objective will be 
to set up. a Socialistic Youth Organization, NY T-7 added 
that this motion was accepted by the NEC.. 


"New Horizons For Youth" 


NY T-7 advised that DANNY RUBIN, at the September 
28 session of the NEC meeting stated the fact that the 
paper "New Horizons For Youth" has been published is a great 
accomplishment, -although the support for the paper has been 
uneven. RUBIN said that the aim of this paper was to obtain 
two thousand subscribers by the time the second issue is 
published. RUBIN noted that at present there are approximately 
650 subscriptions . 
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NY T-7 advised that IRVING POTASH, at the 
September 28' session of the NEC, criticized the first 
issue of "New Horizons for Youth", as being without 
life and not, dealing, with Youth. 

The Next World Youth Festival 

On September 1, i960, NY T-23 advised that HYMAN 
LUMER stated on August .27, i960, that the Arrangements Committee 
for the next World Youth Festival is making the same mistakes 
that were made in regard to contacts in the United States 
concerning the 7th World Youth Festival. That is, the 
Arrangements Committee is dealing with too many people. 

Therefore, LUMER stated that the Arrangements 
Committee in Moscow should be informed that only one .person 
has been authorized by the CP, USA to receive information 
and to give information concerning the next World Youth Festival.

Activities. Related to the 
Jewish Resolution 

On July 20, i960, NY T-21 advised that a meeting' 
of the CP, USA Secretariat and invited guests was held that 
date. HYMAN LUMER opened this meeting by commenting that the 
Jewish resolution was formulated by eight members of the 
Jewish Commission. He said' that notwithstanding specific 
objections raised by some comrades on the Jewish. Commission 
regarding the treatment afforded the problem of anti-Semitism 
in the Soviet Union and the problem of Jewish "assimilation," 
the resolution as a whole was accepted. 

JACK STACHEL then commented that everyone on the 
National Groups Commission agreed that in the. Jewish field 
the Party has made important advances, but that they have 
not reached that stage In most of the other national groups. 
STACHEL added- "we" have doubts whether the resolution should 
be published, but rather should be used as a guide to "our 
own movement. 

After considerable comment, HYMAN LUMER, expressing 
the opinion of others,, said they should accept the resolution 
as an "interim document" that represents a certain stage in 
the struggle. He commented that what was needed was a basic 
article or pamphlet that would deal with these questions in a 
way that will go far In advance of the resolution. LUMER 
stated that with regard to publishing the resolution, an 
editorial committee composed of himself and JAMES JACKSON 
would work on producing a final draft and that the- Secretariat 
would present a briqf introduction which might indicate how 
the resolution should be approached. 
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On July 21 , i960, NY T-44 advised that a meeting 
of the National Groups Commission of the CP, USA was held on 
July 7, i960. According to NY T-44, CHAIM SULLER gave a 
report on the Jewish resolution. SULLER said that it took 
several years before the Jewish Commission could finally 
come out with a draft resolution on work among the Jewish 
people. SULLER said that "comrades" in Israel, Prance and 
Canada, have seen this and they agree with "our" analysis. 

SULLER commented that he had just returned from visiting 
these countries. 

On September 15, i960, NY T-22 furnished a copy 
of a six-page mimeographed document entitled, "Resolution 
on Work Among the Jewish People," which purports to set 
forth a resolution adopted by the Jewish Commission of the 
CP after an extensive series of discussions. The National 
Secretariat of the CP carefully notes that this is not a 
final comprehensive resolution op the Jewish question, but, 
rather, an interim document to serve as a guide to CP work 
in this field. ' The document declares in part as follows: 

1. The struggle against the evil of anti-Semitism 
and for full democratic rights of the Jewish people is a vital 
part of the struggle for £>eace and progress, inasmuch as 
national Chauvinism and national persecution play an important 
part in the scheme of the advocates of U.S. imperialism. 

2. Nearly half of the Jewish world population resides 
in the U.S. and, therefore, the fight against anti-Semitism in 
this country is a matter of special import . 

3. The Jewish people in the U.S. suffer widely from 
discrimination and anti-Semitic bias, ranging from exclusion 
from many types of employment, colleges and clubs, to desecra- 
tion and bombing of synagogues. 

4. The fight against anti-Semitism cannot be waged 
effectively without active support to the Negro people In their 
struggle. 
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5. The CP in the past has not worked properly 
among all the Jewish people in the struggle for peace and 
democracy. This field was abah^oned largely to the 
influence of Chauvinists,, Zionists and right-wing Social- 
Democratic elements. 

6. While the influence of the left diminished, the 
influence of others in the American Jewish community increased 
The right Social-Democratic elements, concentrated around 

the "Daily Forward" and the Jewish Labor Committee, exercise 
an increasingly harmful influence in the Jewish community 
through firm support of the most reactionary exponents of 
cold war. The CP must fight the reactionary cold-war line 
of these right-wing leaders. 

7. The bourgeoisie have expanded their influence 

through a variety of institutions, such as the large, temples 
and synagogues, and are' a major factor in the Zionist 
movement, having a combined membership of some Every 

effort is, made to implant nationalist and Chauvinist ideas 
and a policy of subservience to the State Department policies 
among the. Jewish masses through these avenues. The CP 

must work with and maintain friendly relations with the 
masses while vigorously combatting the harmful policies of 
the main Zionist leadership. 

8. The CP must conduct an unwavering struggle 
against all manifestations of Jewish nationalism which tend 
to isolate them from, other struggles . 

9. The CP must fight for a Marxist approach to- the 
Jewish question, which strives to- eradicate national 
antagonisms in order to unite, workers of all nationalities 
against the common class enemy. 

10. The CP must encourage increased issuance of 
printed material and build the progressive press among 
Yiddish-speaking and English-speaking groups. 
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11. The CP condemns the policies of the Israeli 
government of converting Israel into a tool of the cold war 
is J 3 ™ Middie East, which policy has been followed by the 
BEN GURION government for a number of years with but few 
exceptions. 

12. Political Zionism in the U.S. works to 
strengthen the BEN GURION regime financially and politically. 

13. The CP must combat the vicious campaign of 
lies and slander about the status of Jews and anti-Semitic 
discrimination In the Soviet Union. Both of these are 
vicious lies, inspired by advocates of the cold war, although 
vestiges of anti-Semitism do persist among some elements 

who have not freed themselves of the effects of the centuries 
of Czarism. The clamor about religious persecution in the 
Soviet Union is slanderous and untrue. 

Report on National Group Activity 

~ 4-v- „ ^? n August 4, i960, NY T-7 advised that a meeting 
•of the National Groups- Commission was held that date. At 
this meeting, CARL WINTER gave a report on work amongst 
National groups In Detroit. He said they found many cases 
of members of various clubs who were not playing an active 
role in the Party organization. He said three and one half 
years ago they decided to draw these comrades together 
on the basis of their interest in their national groups work. 

They then created two Poliah Clubs, a Bulgarian Club, a 
Rumanian Club, a Ukrainian Club, a, Finnish Club and miscellaneous 
clubs that Included two Russian Clubs and an Armenian Club. • 

These clubs were each represented by their chairman in what 
constituted a National Groups Council. WINTER said the 
experience since then has proven that this step was well 
justified. He said that today they have one Polish Club, 
a Bulgarian Club, a Russian Club and miscellaneous clubs 
having Ukrainians, Finns, Russians and one Armenian. Further, 
in the past year they have also organized a Jewish Club.
